The  act  approved  January  31.  1894,  "amending  and  re-enacting  section b  7,  17, 
and  18  of  the  act  approved  February  20,  1892,  for  funding  that  portion  of  the  pub- 
lic debt  nnftinded  under  act  approved  February  14,  1882,"  provided  that  the  pro- 
visions of  that  act  should  he  extended,  so  as  to  allow  all  holders  of  old  securities 
to  fhnd  them  nnder  the  same  conditions,  provided  they  were  surrendered  to  the 
Commissioiiers  of  the  Sinking  Fund  prior  to  January  31,  1894.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  thia  act,  the  holders  of  $1,474,017.94  of  old  securities  surrendered  and  had 
them  funded,  and  received  in  lieu  thereof  11,015,184.89  of  new  2-3  per  cent,  bonds. 

Sections  7,  17,  and  18  of  the  act  of  February  20,  1892,  were  still  further  amended 
by  an  art  approved  January  23,  1896,  providing  that  the  same  terms  should  be  ac- 
corded to  all  securities  presented  for  funding  prior  to  April  1,  1896.  After  that

UNITBD  BTATBS  SUPREMB  OOUKT. 

1.  McCullough  V.  Virginia. 

This  case  waa  submitted  for  argument  on  briefs  in  November,  1896.  Oral  ail- 
ment was  required,  and  subsequently  the  court  fixed  Zaaoatj,  1898,  for  the  hear- 
ing. Later  the  case  was  fixed  for  February,  1898,  and  on  that  day  was  argued  by 
Hon.  H.  R.  Pollard  and  myself  for  the  Commonwealth.  Mr.  Pollard,  who  had 
been  connected  with  this  case  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State,  was 
retained  by  the  Commonwealth  prior  to  my  incumbency  of  office.  Acknowledg- 
ment is  here  mode  of  his  very  able  and  efiicient  assistance. 

The  question  iuToived  the  validity  of  the  coupon  feature  of  our  State  debt  con- 
tract, and  grows  out  of  the  debt  litigation  which  has  harassed  the  Commonwealth 
fbr  so  many  years.    No  decision  as  yet  has  been  rendered. 

2.  American  Harrow  Co.  v.  Shaffer. 

From  the  circuit  court  of  the  Western  district  of  Virginia. 

This  case  involved  the  Acts  of  1889-90,  sections  108  and  109,  imposing  a  license 
tax  ufton  persons  selling  manufactured  articles,  except  sewing  machines.  The  case 
was  argued  by  Hon.  B.  Taylor  Scott  for  the  Commonwealth.  The  decision  of  the 
lower  court  has  been  affirmed,  and  thereby  the  State's  contention  is  sustained. 

3.  Henry  C.  King  v.  M.  B.  MuUins. 

From  the  circuit  court  for  the  Western  district  of  Virginia. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  my  predecessor  with  respect  to  this  case.  It 
does  not  appear  that  Virginia  has  any  interest  in  the  matter,  yet  report  is  here 
made  and  will  be  noted  irom  time  until  a  decision  is  reached. 


4  REPORT    OF    THE    ATTORXEY-GEXERAL. 

4.  HarkraJer,  Sheriff  of  Wylhe  County,  v.  11.  O.  Wadiey. 

This  is  an  appeal,  perfrctcd  by  Hon.  R.  Taylor  Scott,  frun  the  circuit  court  of 
Unittd  Slates  fur  the  WeatiTii  district  of  Virginia,  and  involvea  questions  of  pro- 
found inlpri'p^t  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  said  Wndluy  waa  indicted  in  the  county  coart  of  Wythe  for  the  embezzle- 
ment of  about  $200,000,  money  acid  asaeta  of  tlie  Wytheville  Banking  and  Insur- 
ance Company,  with  its  homo  olBce  at  Wytheville.  The  oflence,  therefore,  ia  one 
entirely  againat  the  CammonweaJth.  Several  injuactions  were  awarded  by  Rons. 
Nathan  Goff  and  Chas,  H,  Simonton,  United  Statea  circuit  judges,  restraining  tlie 
State  of  Virginia  in  this  prosecution.  Supplementary  to  said  injunctions.  Judge 
Bimonton  discharged  the  said  Wadiey  from  bail  upon  a  writ  of  kalieoi  corpas.  The 
appeal  is  from  the  judgment  in  the  ha'ieai  corpiu  proceedings,  and  was  argued  by 
me  for  the  Commonwealth  about  the  middle  of  October,  It  iti  hoped  that  a  de- 
cision of  the  court  will  soon  be  rendered. 


1.  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alexandria  County  v.  City  Council  of  Alexandria  and 
Governor  of  Virginia. 

Appeal  from  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  relative  to  the  partition 
of  the  old  court-house  and  jail  in  the  city  of  Alexandria,  between  the  county  and 
city  of  Alexandria. 

Dismissed  January  20,  ISilS.  The  State  has  no  material  interest  in  this  litiga- 
tion, but  is  a  formal  party  thereto. 

2.  Sarah  F.  Fegram  d.  Marye,  .\uditor. 

Mandamus  to  compel  the  payment  to  Mrs.  Pegram  of  the  aura  of  12,932.53,  col- 
lateral inheritano!  tax  theretofore  paid  by  her.  The  Auditor  refused  to  pay  this 
sum,  whicli  refusal  was  sustained  by  the  court  April  7,  I8!)S. 

3.  Lawless  t'.  Richardson. 

This  was  a  jaartdamiie  proceeding  instituted  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  test  the  existence  of  the  office  of  Register  of  Land  Office,  a 
doubt  havine  arisen  thereon  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  the 
3d  day  of  March,  18'.I8.  Tlie  court  denied  the  mandamwi,  thus  holding  that  the 
office  of  Register  of  Land  Office  was  not  abolished  by  said  act. 

4.  McBride  n.  Commonwealth. 

From  the  county  court  of  Patrick.  Reversed,  and  the  verdict  of  murder  in  the 
first  degree  set  aside  January  9,  18!)S.  The  chief  ground  of  reversal  waa  the  insuf- 
ficiency of  evidence  to  convict. 

5.  Charles  Jackson  v.  The  Commonwealth. 

From  Tazewell  county.  Conviction  of  felonious  assault,  and  one  year  in  the 
penitentiary.

Id  all  of  the  above  cases,  save  No.  11,  it  became  improper  for  me  to  appear  for 
the  Commonwealth  for  the  reaaon  that  it  was  heretofore  my  duty  to  be  connected 
with  these  cases  by  virtue  of  my  office  as  United  States  District  Attorney.  I  there- 
fore requested  P.  J.  Davenport,  Esquire,  commonwealth's  attorney  of  Washington 
county,  to  prosecute  the  sud  cases.  I  am  coufident  he  gave  the  cases  diligent  and 
bitbful  attention,  and  that  his  action  was  the  result  of  conscientious  discharge  of 
duty.  Reepecting  the  noUe  proteqait  entered,  I  should  state  that  Mr,  Davenport 
advises  me  that  such  action  was  taken  for  the  reason  that  he  was  unable  to  procure 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  he  was  constrained  to 
think  they  could  not  be  procured.  Therefore,  inasmuch  as  the  cases  had  been 
pending  since  1896,  he  entered  the  nolU  protequit.  I  do  not  perceive  that  his  ac- 
tion could  have  been  otherwise.

The  above  eiglit  cases  were  instituted  to  recover  datnagea  for  refusal  to  receive 
coupons  and  for  levying  executions.    The  cases  belonged  to  the  debt  litigation  of 
this  State,  [and  were  received  by  me  from  my  predecessor.    Tbey  have  all  been 
diamieeed,  and  therefore  the  judgments  are  favorable  to  the  State. 

OjKctai  Bonds. 

The  General  Assembly,  by  joint  resolution,  approved  December  22,  1897,  im- 
posed upon  me  the  onerous  burden  of  esamininf;  the  bonds  of  the  treasurers  and 
clerks  of  the  several  counties  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  connection  therewith  please  find  copy  of  my  letter  of  February  10,  1898,  to 
the  General  Assembly : 

To  the  General  Assembly  ; 

In  compliance  with  your  joint  resolution,  approved  December  22,  1897, 
directing  my  esamination  of  the  official  bonds  of  the  treasurers  and  clerks  of  the 
several  counties  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that 
I  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  me  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  bonds  of  treasu- 

With  the  pressure  of  public  businees  now  upon  me,  together  with  the  limited 
time  allowed  me  for  the  performance  of  the  responsible  and  arduous  task  imposed 
upon  me  by  your  resolution,  I  must  confess  that  my  labor  and  its  results  afford  me 
no  great  satisfaction. 

I  have,  however,  thought  it  advisable  to  report  the  progress  of  my  investigation, 
and  to  sug^st  that  it  is  impracticable  for  mo  to  examine  the  bonds  of  the  clerks 
of  courts  during  your  present  session  without  great  detriment  to  the  public  ser- 
vice, as  thereby  my  neglect  of  other  important  interests  of  the  State  will  be  neces- 
sitated. 

I  have  examined  the  bonds  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen  treasurers,  ot  an  ag- 
gregat*  penalty  of  $1,396,000,  together  with  powers  of  attorney  of  a  very  large 
number  of  obligors,  the  resolutions  of  "guaranty  "  companies  authorizing  such 
powers  in  coses  of  corpomic  suretyships,  and  court  orders  relative  to  the  execution 
and  approval  of  said  bonds. 

Of  the  ijonds  last  mentioned.  I  would  advise  that  twenty. five  of  the  principal 
obligors  therein  sliould  be  requiroil  to  execute  new  bonds.  I  do  not  mean  to  inti- 
mate by  this  action  that  the  said  bonds  are  invalid,  but  that,  out  of  abundant  cau- 
tion, it  is  expedient  such  new  bonds  be  taken, 

I  do  not  liere  report  my  reasons  for  the  conclusions  reached  respecting  the  ex- 
pediency of  requiring  such  new  bonds  ;  nor  ilo  I  understand  that  I  am  so  directed 
by  the  joint  resolution  ;  and  to  do  so,  might  hereafter  embarrass  me  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  official  duties. 
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Your  rcsoiiition  also  directs  that  I  "shall  take  such  immediute  steps  as  may  be 
iiece^iViry  to  protect  the  m(er<-!!t  of  the  Comnionweaitli. "  In  this  connection  I 
beg  to  otist^rve  that  the  Attorney-(Tcner.il  hiia  no  authority  to  initiate  any  protec- 
tive remedy  upon  these  iKiniis.  Section  178  uf  the  CiMle  proviiiea  that  the  courts 
of  tiieir  own  motion,  or  upon  apjilicutioii  of  the  altorneya  for  the  Commonwealth, 
may  require  new  or  aiMiti'iiiul  bonds  of  such  trt-asurers.  I  presume,  in  view  of 
the  re!<o)iiti(m,  that  tlio  judgi's  presiding  over  tlieao  courts,  and  the  Common' 
wealth's  Httorneya  therewith  conneeteil,  WDuhl  not  consider  impertinent  a  com- 
munication from  me  calling  their  attention  to  the  advisability  of  requirinc  such 
new  bonds.  But  otiier  than  this  persuasive  methiKi  I  am  unadvised  of  any  steps 
to  be  taken  by  me  for  the  protection  of  the  State. 

I  would  add  that  I  would  he  pleased  to  pive,  in  person,  to  the  appropriate  com- 
mitter of  your  ro«|iC'Ctive  bodies,  such  further  infurmation  aa  they  may  desire.

In  the  continued  performance  of  this  duty  I  communicated  with  the  Common- 
wealth's attorneys  of  the  cities  and  counties,  the  treasurers  of  which  I  deemed 
it  advisable  should  execute  new  bonds. 

I  have  not  yet  completed  my  examination  of  the  bonds  of  the  clerha  mentioned 
in  said  resolution,  bat  will  have  my  report  ready  for  the  next  session  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly. 

Beferrinff  to  the  last  paragraph  of  my  letter,  I  would  add  that  no  committee  or 
representative  thereof  asked  for  any  further  information.  However,  I  was  de- 
Birous  to  appear  before  the  committee,  as  by  practical  examination  of  the  mat- 
ter in  question  I  ventured  to  think  I  might  make  some  BUf(gestions  with  respect 
to  new  legislation  that  might  save  the  O>mmonwealth  future  embarreBsmeDt 
touching  otBcial  bonds. 

Fox  Iiliaid. 

Proper  proeeedinfja  will  soon  be  instituted  to  recover  the  property  and  easement 
mentioned  in  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  Frtbruary  9, 
18US.  These  proceedings  would  have  been  set  on  foot  sooner,  but  the  duties  of 
this  oHice  have  been  so  continuous  and  onerous  as  to  give  no  time  for  the  requisite 
investigation  of  the  questions  involved  in  tlie  contcmphitcd  litif.'ation. 
I-ubllc  Schools. 

No  reiHirt  is  required  by  lue  ui>on  this  subject  in  that  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion itself  makes  a  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  I  must  ribserve,  however, 
that  my  lal>.)re  in  tliis  department  have  heavily  taxed  my  encnries  and  official 
responsibility.  But  I  desire  toacknowIe<l|fe  that  this  respouMbility  has  been  wisely 
and  patriotically  shared  by  yourself  and  the  Superintt^ndent  of  Public  Instruction. 


Requests  for  official  opinions  have  incrciised  liurini;  tlio  past  few  years,  and  per- 
haps at  no  period  in  the  history  of  this  office  have  they  been  so  frequent  as  during 
this  year,  and  I  herewith  give  copies  of  a  few  of  such  opinions  as  are  deemed  to 
be  of  public  interest.

The  QovrrnOT  of  ViTginia : 
Sir: 

In  the  matter  of  jour  authority  for  the  extraditloD  of  a  fuf;itive  fhim 
juBtice,  I  beg  to  say  that,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  acta  o( 
ConsresH,  the  right  to  demand  the  surrender  of  fugitives  from  justice  is  verted 
solely  and  unqualifiedly  in  the  Executiveof  the  State  where  the  crime  is  committed. 
See  Art.  4,  Sec.  2,  Const.  U.  S.,  and  Sec.  5278  U.  S.  II.  S. 

But  neither  the  Constilution  nor  the  act  referred  to  declares  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  of  a  State,  under  any  circumstances,  to  demand  the  surren- 
der of  a  criminal  who  may  have  escajied  to  another  State.  And,  therefore,  in  tlie 
absence  of  a  statutory  provision  of  the  demanding  State,  preecribing  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  demand  shall  be  made,  the  Executive  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, decline  to  make  demand  for  the  fugitive. 

The  State  of  Virginia  has  no  law  wbetever  respecting  this  matter,  therefore 
her  Governor  has  absolute  discretion  as  to  whether  lie  will  make  demand  for  a 
fugitive  from  justice,  and  the  Executive's  action  is  not  subject  to  review,  and  ia 
final  and  conclusive. 

Aa  to  the  practice  for  the  extradition  of  such  fugi'ives,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  tbe 

forms  which  were  adopted  by  a  conference  of  representatives  from  twenty-toor 

States,  a  copy  of  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  CommonweaM-

I  have  taken  under  consideration  your  inquiry  respecting  the  amountof 
securities  to  be  deposited  with  you  bv  insurance  companies  under  section  1271  of 
the  Code,  and  by  guaranty  companioa  under  the  act  approved  March  5,  1894,  M 
amended  by  act  of  February  21,  1806. 

It  appears  from  the  charter  of  the  Guarantors  Finance  Company  of  Philadelphia 
that  it  has  power  to  make  contracts  both  of  insurance  and  guaranty  and  fidelity, 
and  that  its  authority  is  ample  to  do  business  in  both  of  these  capacities. 

Section  1271  of  the  Code  requires  foreign  companies  doing  business  in  this  Stale 
to  make  certain  deposits  with  you,  which  you  hold  in  trust  to  apply  tu  the  liabili- 
ties of  said  companies  to  their  policy-holders,  under  certain  restrictions.  This 
fund,  therefore,  is  one  of  trust,  and  the  conditions  and  method  of  its  application 
are  clearly  stated. 
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The  act  relating  to  foreign  guaranty  companies  (and  from  the  title  it  seeme  to 
apply  to  Buch  companies,  thougli  only  one  of  iu  purpoui  or  powers  ie  to  do  a  jtuar- 
anty  buaiueaa)  likewise  requires  certain  deposits  to  be  made  with  yon  to  be  by  yon 
applied,  nnder  certain  limitations,  to  the  aatis&ction  of  the  liabilities  of  said  com- 
pany tothoae  with  whom  it  may  contract. 

Under  ail  settled  rules  of  conatructioti  these  two  statutes  should  be  rensonably 
interpreted  to  give  effect  to  each.  A.nd  in  my  Judgment  a.  proper  interpretation  of 
the  statutes  shows  tliat  the  legislative  intent  was  clear  to  protect  those  aeveialiy 
contracted  with,  and  to  this  end  two  specific  trust  funds  are  originated,  one  for  the 
indemnity  of  policy-holders  of  insurance  com|ianiea  and  the  other  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  obligees  or  promisees  in  guaranty  contracts.  Neither  of  these  funds 
can  he  applied  to  the  liability  of  the  other. 

Therefore,  it  seems  plains  that  if  the  company  in  question  proposes  to  do  busi- 
ness both  of  insurance  and  of  guaranty,  the  law  would  require  two  several  deposits 
to  meet  its  dual,  contingent  liabilities  as  conditions  precedent  to  the  issuance  of  the 
two  sereral  licenses.

I  am  this  day  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18[h  instant  requesting  my 
opinion  upon  the  constitutionality  of  House  bill  No.  287,  "  in  regard  to  the  appoint 
ment  of  notaries  public. " 

The  position  of  notary  public  in  this  Slate  is  a  public  office.  (Royal  v.  TTiomas, 
28GtsttI36;  Section  923  Code,  1887.)  Indeed,  it  is  a  public  office  of  ancient 
otigm,  of  great  importance,  and  known  to  all  civilised  nations.  Opinion  of  Trvt- 
•"".IMMsw-Sse. 
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Are  womenpligible  to  tliisodiee  as  prescribed  by  this  bill?  The  Conatitutian 
itself  must  8U|>))ly  tliu  answer.  It  says,  "  all  persona  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  eli- 
gible Uy  any  olfiM  within  the  gift  of  the  people."  Art.  3,  sec.  2.  la  the  office  ot 
notary  "within  the  gift  of  the  jieople?"  In  my  opinion  it  is.  Our  aflprEioe 
court  has  held  that  the  word  "  office  "  in  this  soetion  includes  offices  both  elwtiTe 
and  appointive.  Black  v.  Trnwer,  79  Va.,  123,  If  not,  a  slight  reflection  will 
show  that  our  form  of  government  could  be  almost  entirely  changed  by  le^slaiiv« 
action.  Manifestly,  therefore,  the  word  "office"  must  be  interpreted  in  ils  gen- 
eric sense,  as  all  of  our  public  offices  are  directly  or  indirectly  "within  the  gift 
of  the  people." 

Thb  is  an  oflice,  therefore,  the  qualification  for  which  is  fixed  by  the  Constilu- 
tion.  This  qualilication  is  the  condition  preceilent  that  the  appointee  must  be 
"entitled  to  vote."  But  women  are  not  "entitled  to  vote  "  (art  3,  sec.  2),  and 
therefore  they  are  ineligible  to  the  office  in  question.  And  to  this  extent  the  bill 
is,  in  my  judgment,  unconstitutional.

In  reply,  I  beg  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  riparian  owner  of  land  in  Westmore- 
land county  should  pay  one  dollar  ta«peracre  upon  all  ground,  in  excess  of  one-half 
acre,  he  may  take  by  assignment  The  statutes  relative  to  this  question  are  very 
involved,  and  the  opinion  reached  by  me  is  not  entirely  satisfactory,  yet  Ihe  con- 
struction given  by  me,  with  the  light  thrown  iipon  the  question  by  the  many  oys- 
ter statutes,  seems  to  be  the  proper  one. 

I  do  not  think  the  owners  of  creeks,  coves  or  inlets  comprised  within  the  lawful 
survey,  mentioned  in  section  2136,  are  required  to  pay  any  tax.     However,  the 
words  "  lawful  survey"  should  beaccentuated  in  interpreting  this  section.

Validity  of  Sedtiction  of  Salaria  of  Slate  Officialt.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  12th  instant,  asking  roy  opinion 
upon  the  validity  of  the  legislation  reducing  salaries  of  superintendents  and  olJier 
officers  of  the  insane  hospitals. 

The  terms  of  the  appropriation  act  fixing  the  salaries  of  these  several  offioen 
are  manifestly  in  conQict  with  so  much  of  section  1063  of  the  Code  as  empowers 
the  board  of  visitors  to  fix  such  salaries.  The  latter  act,  therefore,  being  clearly 
repugnant  to  so  much  of  the  provision  of  said  section  mentioned,  in  my  jadgmeiit, 
repeals  the  former.  In  other  words,  the  Legislature  has  fixed  the  salaries,  and  the 
power  of  the  board  of  visitors  so  to  do  is,  by  clear  implication,  repealed. 

Bat  the  contention  is  that  this  repeal  is  invalid  in  that  the  salaries  heretofore 
fixed  by  the  boards  constitute  a  contract  between  the  parties,  and  the  IspB- 
lative  enactment  is  an  impairment  thereof.  This  view  assumes  that  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  officer,  together  with  the  prescription  of  his  compensatiou,  con- 
stitutes a  contract,  I  think,  however,  the  weight  of  reason  and  authority  doee  not 
sustain  this  view, 

"  For  obvious  reasjns  of  public  policy  it  is  well  settled  that  the  power  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  respect  to  changing  the  compensation  of  public  officers  is  absolute,  except 
so  far  only  as  this  power  may  be  limited  by  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State." 

"  The  services  rendered  by  public  officers  do  not,  in  this  particular,  partake  of 
the  nature  of  contracts,  nor  have  they  tbe  remotest  affinity  thereto."

I  bes  to  Bchnonledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  to- 
gether witli  a  letter  to  you  from  Mr,  C-  P.  Armistead,  Secretary  oF  the  Western 
Stale  Hospital,  requesting  my  opinion  aa  to  when  the  salaries  of  the  officials  of  the 
Stale  Hoepitale  go  into  effect  as  prescribed  by  the  Appropriation  Act,  approved 
March  3,  1898. 

The  last  section  of  said  Act  prescribes  that  it  "shall  be  in  force  from  its  passE^, 
except  so  far  as  it  relates  to  salaries  of  officials  and  employees  of  governnient,  as 
to  which  it  shall  go  into  effect"  July  1,  1898. 

Bnt  are  the  "  auperintendents  and  other  officers  and  employees  of  the  respective 
hospitals,"  mentioned  upon  ps)^  721  and  725  of  said  Act,  "officials  and  employes 
of  the  government"  named  in  last  section?  If  the  answer  be  in  the  affirmative, 
then  it  is  plain  that  the  compensation  fixed  by  said  Act  does  not  go  into  effect 
ontil  July  1, 1898,  and  if  in  the  negative,  then  the  salaries  prescribed  are  effective 
from  its  passage. 

1  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  salaries  mentioned  in  said  sixth  section 
clearly  mean  the  salariea  of  the  direct  officials  of  the  government  proper.  This 
construction  is  implied  from  the  language  of  the  section  itself,  wbicb  limits  the 
class  of  salaries  to  remain  anaSecled  until  the  1st  of  July  to  the  salaries  of  those 
officials  and  employes  of  the  government  enumerated  in  the  Act  of  March  3, 
1S96.  Bnt  the  salaries  of  the  superintendents  and  officials  of  the  State  Hospitals 
aie  not  embraced  in  this  enumeration,  and  therefore  their  salaries  go  into  effect 
from  Ihe  paest^  of  the  Act 

Even  were  Ihe  terms  of  the  Act  leas  explicit,  I  am  fully  warranted  in  saying 
that  the  "officials  and  employees,"  ramed  in  said  sixth  section,  have  a  distinct 
lecbnical  meaning,  derived  from  long  legislative  enactment  and  practice  in  the 
.Auditor's  Department,  which  meaning  limits  such  officials  and  employes  to  those 
ilirectly  employed  by  the  government  and  directly  and  severally  paid  out  of  the 
State  Treasury.  The  officers  and  employes  of  the  State  Hospitals  have  never 
been  so  paid,  and  under  this  act  are  not  so  paid.  A  lump  sum  is  paid  to  the  seve- 
ral institutions,  and  from  this  sum  must  come  the  salaries  of  the  officers  thereof. 
The  Act  in  question  in  no  way  changes  the  manner  of  disbursement  or  payment 
of  sud  superintendents  and  officials,  but  only  fixes  the  rate  of  compensation 
vbich  iras  theretofore  fixed  by  the  several  visiting  Boards. 
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So,  from  every  pertinent  consideration,  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  the  eaUriw 
for  the  superintendents  und  ofiicialB  of  said  hospitals  went  into  effect  from  the 
passage  of  the  Act  in  quextion.

In  my  opinion  your  corporation,  in  order  to  do  business  in  Virginia,  should  pay 
the  fees  prescribed  in  section  2  of  the  Act  approved  March  1,  189S. 

While  the  language  in  section  3  is  obscure,  yet  when  consideration  is  gi»en  to 
the  fact  that  only  charters  granted  under  section  1145  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  and 
charters  of  foreigii  companies,  are  required  to  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  then  such  charters  should  pay  like  fees. 

Charters  obtained  from  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  which  are  clasBed  un- 
der section  1  of  the  Act  in  question,  are  not  required  to  be  recorded  by  the  Secrt- 
tary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  mention  of  the  name  of  the  General  XeseJa- 
biy  in  section  3  is  su{>erl]uous,  and  of  no  meaniDg. 

I  repeat,  in  conclusion,  chartei's  of  foreign  companies,  and  those  obtained  from 
the  several  courts  of  this  State,  stand  upon  the  same  footing  as  respects  the  amount 
of  fees  to  t>e  paid  to  the  State  as  a  condition  precedent  to  their  operation.

In  reply,  I  b%  to  say  that  from  the  &cta  stated  in  your  letter,  your  cooatraction 
of  Raid  section  and  of  section  3191,  as  amended,  is  in  my  judgment  correct.  To 
give  it  any  other  construction  is  to  )i^ve  undue  weight  to  the  mere  letter  of  the 
law,  entirely  leaving  out  of  aif;bt  its  object. 

In  my  opinion  section  3192  is  only  entitled  to  cover  resident  lawyers  practising 
in  each  foreign  States  and  Territories.  It  does  not  mean  that  a  lawyer  from  this 
State  can  evade  the  laws  of  this  State  relative  to  admission  to  the  bar  by  going  to 
another  State  where  the  rules  of  such  adniiaaioas  are  very  lax,  procuring  his  cer- 
tificate, and  without  any  residence  or  practice  therein,  return  to  this  State  and 
ciaim  protection  under  such  license.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2d  instant,  stating 
that  you  are  a  second  lieutenant  of  Virginia  volunteers  and  Commonwealth's  At- 
torney of  your  city,  and  requeatiiy[  my  opinion  as  to  wheUier  the  latter  office 
would  be  aSected  by  your  enlistment  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  under  the 
recent  proclamation  of  the  Preeident, 

Sedjon  163  of  the  Code  plainly  provides  that  a  Commonwealth's  Attorney  shall 
not  hold  "any  office  or  post,"  "civil  or  military,"  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States ;  and  that  the  acceptance  of  such  office  vacates,  ipio  facto,  the  Slate 
office. 

Section  164  of  the  Code  qualifies  the  copious  category  of  disabilities  named  in 
the  foregoing  section,  and  expressly  excludes  therefrom  "  militia  officers  or  sol- 
diers on  account  of  any  recompense  they  may  receive  from  the  United  States 
Then  called  into  actual  duty. " 

Therefore,  if  yon  have  been  "called  into  actual  duy,"  as  a  militia  officer  and  as 
a  part  of  the  militia  of  this  State  by  the  recent  act  of  Congress  and  the  proclama- 
tion of  tlie  President  in  purauance  thereof,  then  the  office  of  Commonwealth's  At- 
torney is  not  affbcted  thereby.

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But  an  esaminatioD  of  the  act  of  Congress,  the  proclamation  of  the  Presideot 
and  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  proclamatioa  of  the  Governor  and  the 
orders  of  Adjutant-General  Nalle,  respecting  the  organization  of  additional  troops 
to  meet  the  present  exigencies  of  war,  show  that  neither  the  mititia  nor  the  offl- 
cere  thereof  have  been  "called  into  actual  duty  "  within  the  provision  of  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution  authorizing  the  "calling  forth  the  militia."  The  said  act  fieems 
to  relate  to  three  branches  of  the  army — the  regular  army,  volunteer  army  and 
militia.  So  far  it  seema  that  the  President  avails  himself  of  the  first  two,  and  that 
thn  call  made  excludes  the  militia  as  an  organisation.  It  is  true  that  the  call  sug- 
geats  ft  preference  for  members  of  the  militia,  and  that  when  members  of  the 
militia  shall  enlist  in  the  "  volunteer  army  "  as  a  body,  then  such  body  preserves 
its  original  organization.  But  I  do  not  undervtand  this  to  be  other  than  an  induce- 
ment and  reward  for  volunteer  enlistment  of  tr^ned  soldiers. 

Therefore,  the  qualiflcation  of  disabilities  or  exception  does  not  obtain  under 
the  present  call  for  troops,  and  for  you  to  enlist  with  yoQr  company  in  the  militAr; 
service  of  the  United  States  in  puntuance  of  aaid  call,  and  receive  pay  therefor 
from  said  government,  vacates,  in  my  opinion,  the  office  of  Commonwealth's  At- 
torney for  your  city. 

It  has  be^n  suggested,  and  the  same  baa  had  the  notoriety  of  publication,  that 
the  qualifications  or  disabilities  for  office  named  in  said  section  163  are  in  contra- 
vention of  Section  2,  Article  III,  of  the  Virginia  Constitution,  in  that  the  latter 
prescribes  "all  petsons  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office"  in  this 
State,  and  that  the  statute  mentioned  requires  this  as  well  as  other  qnaliScationa. 
This  contention  or  construction,  however,  arises  out  of  a  misapprehension  of  the 
constitutional  provision.  This  provision  relates  to  the  eligibility  of  a  person  for 
an  office,  and  I  am  pureuaded  was  never  intended  to  inhibit  legislation  declaring 
the  incomptibility  of  certain  offices.

Gbntlbuem  : 

In  response  to  your  request  I  beg  to  submit  the  following : 

1.  In  my  opinion  the  term  of  imprisonment  of  a  convict  is  not  the  exact  time 
contained  in  the  sentence  of  the  court,  but  such  time  less  the  deductions  earned 
by  reason  of  good  conduct,  as  prescribed  by  Section  4144  of  the  Code,  amended  hy 
Act  of  February  H,  1898.  Therefore,  the  Act  of  March  3,  1898,  providing  for 
conditional  pardons,  in  certain  cases,  when  the  convict  "shall  have  served  out  one- 
half  of  his  term  of  imprisonment"  does  not  mean  one-half  of  the  term  of  sen- 
tence but  one-half  of  such  sentence  reduced  by  operation  of  law.  In  other  words, 
the  "term  of  imprisonment  "  is  the  period  stated  in  the  sentence,  together  with 
the  statutory  contingent  qualificaUons  or  deductions.  Hence,  when  the  portion 
of  the  term  served,  together  with  the  statutory  deductions  or  earnings,  equals  one- 
balf  of  the  origins]  sentence,  then  the  convict  has  "  legally  served  out  one-half  of 
hifl  time." 
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The  soundncsB  of  this  construction  is  apimreDt  from  any  actual  case.  For  ex- 
ample, ft  convict  haa  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  eighteen  years.  He  has 
not  Hctualiy  served  nine  years,  but  bis  service,  together  with  the  legal  earnlnfiis, 
forbid,  at  the  maximum,  a  longer  detentioa  than  nine  years  for  the  residue  of  his 
service?  He  has  thus  gotten  rid  of  one-half  of  his  term  by  operation  of  the 
statute,  and  therefore  has  "  served  out  one-half"  of  his  term  of  imprisonment. 

2.  The  appbcant  for  pardon  is  required  to  aver  in  his  petition  "  that  he  baa 
kept  the  prison  rules  in  every  respect."  Your  Board  must  ascertain  the  truth  of 
this  averment,  and  I  am  advised  that  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  tlie  scope  of 
your  authority  to  inquire  into  the  fact  as  to  whether  the  applicant  has  so  kept  the 
prison  rules, 

Sidd  amended  Sivition  4144  of  the  Code  requires  the  Superintendent  to  Iceep  a 
'  record  of  the  conduct  of  each  convict.  In  my  judgment,  your  Board  has  only  to 
look  to  this  record  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  convict  has  violated  the  rules 
and  rcqairements  of  the  prison.  I  think  this  record  affords  complete  evidence 
upon  this  point,  and  must  be  binding  upon  the  Board  unless  the  entry  therein  is 
false  or  erroneoun.  The  Board  could  not  possibly  make  a  satisfactory  investii^tion 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  rulefl  have  been  violated,  and  they  must  therefore  rely 
upon  the  entries  in  the  register,  made  by  the  proper  officials.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  IRth  instant, 
requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  justice  of  the  peace,  a  "road  commissioner," 
or  a  clerk  of  a  county  court  can  bold  the  office  of  school  trustee. 

Section  818  of  the  Code,  as  amended  by  Act  approved  February  28,  1890,  pro- 
vides that — 

"  No  f>erson  shall  hold  more  than  one  county  or  district  office  at  the  same  time  ; 
and  that  if  any  person  shall  be  etetted  to  two  or  more  of  mid  offices,  his  qualifica- 
tion in  one  of  tl)em  shall  be  a  bar  to  bis  right  to  qualification  in  either  of  the 
others,"      * 

I  construe  this  language  to  mean  that  no  person  shall  hold  two  county  eiecti'ie 
offices  or  two  district  cUctive  ollices.  This  seems  to  be  the  manifest  purpose  of  the 
act.  Therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  justice  of  the  peace,  an  elective  district 
official,  tan  hold  the  office  of  school  trustee,  an  appointive  district  office ;  that  a 
"road  commissioner  "  can,  if  be  be  the  offidal  mentioned  in  section  991  of  the 
Code,  hold  the  office  of  school  trustee  for  the  same  reasons ;  and  that  a  county 
clerk,  being  elective  and  a  county,  as  distinguished  from  a  district,  official,  can  also 
be  a  school  trustee- 
Referring  to  the  further  inquiry  contained  in  your  letter,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
■o  much  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  3, 1898,  as  fixes  three 
achool  trustees  for  each  school  in  the  county  of  Craig  is  void,  aa  being  in  con- 
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flict  with  Article  vii.,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  oTVirgiaia.  Said  aecti on  limits 
the  unmber  of  school  trustees  to  three  for  each  school  district  of  the  county,  and 
manifMtiy  the  act  in  qneotion  conflicU  with  this  plain  provision. 

It  would  he  likewise  difficult  to  have  a  unifonn  system  of  pnblic  schools  if  the 
Dumber  of  trustees  should  vary  in  the  several  counties  or  districts  thereof.

"  2nd.  Can  any  portion  of  it  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which 
It  was  appropriated  7  " 

I  answer  in  the  negative. 

"3rd.  Can  it  be  drawn  by  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office  without  thg  endorse- 
ment of  the  Seci'etary  of  Commonwealth  7 ' ' 

I  likewise  answer  in  the  negative. 

"4th.  If  not,  and  the  Secratary  withhold  such  endorsement,  can  he  be  compelled 
to  endorse  7  " 
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The  Secretary  could  only  be  compelled  to  act  by  a  court,  and  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  court  would  compel  him  to  execute  such  endorsement  I  cannot  with  cer- 
tainty advise  yon.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th  instant,  asking 
m  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Fisheries,  for  my  construction  of  section  3,  of  Act  ap- 
proved March  4,  1884,  as  applied  to  the  waters  of  Milford  Haven  and  Horn  Har- 
bor, respectively,  in  the  cnnnty  of  Mathews. 

In  reply,  I  would  advise  that  the  said  Milford  Haven  is  neither  a  creek,  cove 
DOT  inlet,  contemplated  by  said  Act.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  part  of  the  Piankatank 
river,  a  body  of  water  that  is  ge<^|T&phicaIly  called  a  strait,  and  clearly  dis- 
lin^ished  from  a  creek,  cove  or  inlet,  contemplated  by  said  Act.  Therefore,  the 
grounds  in  such  waters,  save  that  portion  covered  by  natural  oyster  rooks,  are 
legally  subject  to  assignment  and  rental. 

lam  also  of  opinion  that  Horn  Harbor  is  not  a  creek,  cove  or  inlet  running 
throDgh  "  the  land  of  any  person,"  and  "comprised  within  the  limits  of  his  law- 
fal  survey."  Therefore,  such  person,  or  lawful  occupant,  has  not  the  eiclnaive 
right  to  use  said  harbor  for  sowing  and  planting  oysters  therein. 

I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  owners  and  occupants  of  lands  on  both  sides 
of  the  sud  Horn  Harbor,  above  the  point  or  points  therein  where  the  same  is  one 
hundred  yards  in  breadth  or  less,  should  have  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  same 
Ibrsowingand'ptanting  oysters  therein,  as  provided  by  the  said  Act;  hut  that  the 
waters  of  said  Horn  Harbor  below  the  point  where  the  same  is  more  than  one 
hundred  yards  in  breadth  are  not  amenable  for  planting  and  sowing  oysters,  unless 
)>^gDed  and  rented  in  conformity  with  law.

la  accordance  with  the  legulationa  adopted  by  yonr  Boud,  I  make  a  report  of 
the  work  performed  by  me,  with  aa  acconnt  of  the  receipts  and  expenditarea  since 
my  last  report  to  a  r^ular  meeting. 

At  the  lut  meetisK  of  the  Board,  the  5th  of  April  loat,  two  reeolotioiu  were 
■dopted  by  the  Board— one  reducing  the  salariee  of  employeee  and  the  other 
directing  your  Commiamoner  to  exerciee  the  utmoet  economy  by  cutting  off  every 
expense  possible  with  carrying  on  the  Department.  These  were  carried  out,  and 
aa  soon  as  posBihle  both  aamplers  of  fertihzere  and  the  measeager  wore  discharged, 
the  republication  of  the  Hand  Book  and  weekly  buUetiua  stopped,  but  all  the 
abeolntely  uecessary  work  was  proceeding  when  I  waa  confined  to  my  bed  by  sari- 
oiu  illnen,  and  I  was  then  examining  into  the  disagreements  between  the  Auditor 
and  myself  as  to  the  efieot  of  the  last  Legishiture  upon  the  appropriations  for  the 
Department  When  I  recovered  sufficiently,  the  last  of  August,  I  found  that  the 
Aaditor  so  construed  the  appropriation  bill  of  the  last  Legislature  that  all  the 
money  (^7,090)  placed  in  the  treasury  by  me  from  license  fees  on  fertiliiera  was  ex* 
hansled,  and  that  there  was  no  appropriation  for  the  Board,  as  had  been  usual,  of 
the  910,000  from  1st  October,  1697,  and  that  he  declined  to  pay  warrants  or  reqoi- 
ntiooM  upon  him  as  of  the  Ut  Jane,  1896.    The  employees  had  not  been  paid  their

ealariet;  there  were  some  debt?  due  bj  tbe  Board  for  which  warranto  had  been 
iaeued  and  refused  by  the  Auditor.  Onl]'  eleven  hundred  und  twenty  dollara 
(fl,120)  had  been  received  from  fertilizer  fees  since  the  Auditor  refused  to  receive 
or  pay  out  money  on  the  requisitiona  of  the  Board.  There  was  also  a  contingent 
fund  in  my  hands  by  orders  of  the  Board.  In  this  state  of  aflairs  I  wrote  to  each 
member  of  the  Board,  giving  a  full  statement  of  the  finnncial  condition.  No  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  could  be  called  because  there  was  no  money  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  members,  what  money  was  received  having  been  paid  to  the  em- 
ployeeB,  not  incloding  my  lalary.  I  received  replies  from  three  members — Major  0. 
E.  Hine,  of  the  Eighth  District ;  J.  R.  Kempler,  of  the  Tenth,  and  Colonel  Buford, 
of  the  Third,  who  resides  in  the  city,  gave  me  all  the  advice  and  a^istance  in  his 
power.  The  Governor  having  failed  to  appoint  live  members  of  the  Board  whoee 
terms  expired  the  8th  of  April,  rendered  securing  a  quorum  uncertain  even  if  they 
could  have  attended  without  pay  of  expenses,  no  call  was  made  by  the  president. 

I  was  compelled  to  keep  the  office  open  personally  even  if  the  employees  left 
because  unpaid,  because  the  fertilizer  law  was  in  full  force  tci  the  3lBt  December, 
1898,  and  manufacturers  and  farmers  both  had  rights  under  the  law.  In  this  state 
of  aflairs  I  called  the  employees  tc^ther  (it  had  been  suggested  that  the  office 
must  close),  and  upon  my  agreement  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  any  money  that 
might  come  in,  and  having  the  matter  as  quickly  settled  in  tbe  courts  as  possible, 
they  patriotically  agreed  that  they  would  continue  their  work  until  tbe  decision 
was  reached  or  my  term  e.tpired.  I  carried  out  this  agreement,  employed  counsel 
on  a  contingent  fee  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  money  to  carry  the  case  through  the 
courts.  Proceedings  by  nuindamut  were  instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  this  city 
as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  giving 
to  It  all  tlie  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  the  Department.  From  this  judgment  the 
Atlomey-(ieneral  took  an  appeal,  a  writ  of  error  was  granted  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

Believing  that  the  granting  of  the  writ  of  error  upon  the  record  and  pleadings 
indicated  that  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  would  be  reversed,  bo  far  as  fur- 
nishing necessary  funds  for  the  expenses  of  the  Department,  1  set  about  to  see  if 
from  various  sources,  I  might  not  be  able  to  pay  the  expenses  to  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  to-wit — 30th  September,  ISflS.  My  report  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  September,  1898,  herewith  filed,  will 
show  tbe  successful  result  of  this  endeavor  to  Iceep  the  Department  moving  and 
paying  the  employees,  closing  the  work  of  the  fiscal  year,  tor  their  fealty  to  the 
Department  and  their  faithful  service  to  the  end  of  the  year,  I  tender  my  thanks. 

The  Department  under  my  control  then  had  three  months  of  routine  work 
before  it,  without  anything  on  hand  except  a  balance  of  the  contingent  fund  of 
$202.59.  The  salaries  of  the  employees,  without  certain  necessary  expenses, 
would  be  $1,200  for  the  three  months  ending  31st  December,  1898.  Unless  some 
change  should  occur  in  the  fertilizer  trade,  there  was  a  prospect  for  considerable 
work  in  registrations  and  licenses  in  the  months  of  November  and  Di«ember — all 
licenses  expiring  the  31st  Decemt>er  each  year.  As  the  Court  of  Appeals  had 
adjourned  to  January  witiiout  a  decision  of  the  Tnandamue  case,  I  submitted  to 
the  Attorney- Gen  era!  what  I  should  do  with  applications  of  manufacturers  to 
register  fertilizers  and  pay  license  for  the  year  1899.  I  herewith  submit  my  letter 
and  the  Attorney-General's  reply,  on  which  myself  and  the  Auditor  have  acted, 
and  have  received  $1,780  from  this  source,  and  paid  the  aalariei  and  expenses  of 
the  Department  by  warrants  on  the  Auditor,  which  have  been  honored,  and  I 
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herewith  file  an  itemized  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  vouchera, 
from  the  30th  September,  1S96,  to  1st  January,  1690,  which  closes  my  transactions 
aa  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  and  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  for  the  past 

I  cannot  close  mj  official  association  with  the  State  Board  of  A^culture 
without  expressinj;  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  courteiiy  of  its  metnhers, 
and  my  thanks  for  their  advice  and  for  the  ns^iHtaoce  of  so  intelligent  and  able  a 
body  of  practical  farmers,  serving  faithfully  and  acceptably,  without  compensa- 
tion, in  the  agricultural  interesta  of  the  State.  Nor  can  I  now,  in  view  of  certain 
recent  criticisms  of  the  Board,  fail  to  call  attention  to  the  records  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  annual  reports  to  every  Covarnor  of  tlie  State  since  the  creation  of 
your  Board,  which  will  show  the  many  important  uzperimcnLi  and  inveiiUgations 
made  by  and  under  your  direction,  the  protection  to  farmers  by  fertilizer  legisla- 
tion and  control,  sugj^sted  and  prepared  by  your  '■ommittees ;  the  attention 
drawn  to  Virginia  lands  and  proilncta  by  your  pnblications,  and  tlie  information 
disseminated  amongthe  people  by  your  farmers'  institutes.  These,  and  tlie  fact 
that  you  have  had  under  your  command  in  the  last  eleven  (11)  years  1110,000  by 
appropriations,  have  in  adilition  collected  $90.0-'>0  from  fertilizer  fees,  and  of  this 
$200,050  expended,  through  caution,  only  fl08,;i35.40,  thus  practically  turning 
back  into  the  treasury  (SI, 714. GO,  rendering  accountsof  receipts  and  expenditures, 
with  vouchers,  the  accounts  anniiHlly  rendered,  examined  and  settled  without 
one  dollar  nnaccounted  for.  It  a  monument  to  the  ability  and  integrity  ot  this 
Board  of  which  any  Department  might  be  proud.

As  has  lieen  general  heretofore  in  my  office,  manufacturers  of  fertiliEers, 
especially  in  Norfolk  and  Richmond,  and  large  manufecturora  outside  the  State, 
have,  during  the  earlier  part  of  December,  made  application  to  register  their  fer- 
tilizers for  the  ensuing  year,  their  license  expiring  on  Slst  of  December,  18&S,  and 
have  enclosed  checks  for  license  fees  and  been  furnished  by  me  with  proper 
blanks. 

One  such  application  has  come,  to-wit :  Tlie  Old  Dominion  Guano  Company,  of 
Norfolk,  with  check  for  $130.  Many  more  will  come  probably  in  the  next  ten  days. 
It  has  been  my  practice  to  collect  these  checks  through  the  Merchants  Bank  and  to 
pay  the  money  through  the  Auditor's  office  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  to  the 
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credit  of  the  State  Board  of  AKricultnre  as  the  fertilizer  fund,  and  to  iaeue  lieenae 
to  the  maoofacturer  or  dealer  authorizing  him  to  sell  until  the  Slst  of  December, 
1699.  The  checks  are  payable  to  mj  order.  Can  I  deposit  them  now  and  iraue 
the  license  so  as  to  secure  compliance  with  the  fertilizer  law  on  thelat  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1899,  or  must  I  hold  the  check  until  my  eucceesor  takes  possenion,  or  [«tura 
check  and  withhold  regiitration  and  license? 

I  dislike  to  trouble  yon,  but  I  am  in  a  position  that  reqaiies  the  utmost  circnm- 
spection  and  strict  compliance  with  the  law.

Oovemor  of  Virginia: 

Bir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  Twentieth  Annoal  Beport  of  the  traaaactioiia  of  the 
Deputment  of  Agriculture,  required  by  law  of  the  Commisaioner  of  Agriculture, 
(rom  the  1st  October,  1S97,  to  the  30tb  September,  1898,  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  State  Government. 

This  report  was  necessarily  delayed  beyond  the  time  legally  Qsed,  by  the  (act 
that  there  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Board  since  the  5th  day  of  April,  1898,  there 
being  no  fiinds  on  band  to  pay  the  ezpensea  of  a  r^ular  meeting  in  July  or  one  in 
September  to  close  its  transactions,  the  funda  claimed  by  the  Board  and  deposited 
by  it  in  the  treasury  being  held  up  by  litigation  still  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

Having  succeeded  in  carrying  on  the  work  without  pay  for  the  employees,  iion« 
coming  in  till  after  1st  November,  I  now  make  report  of  the  work  done,  with  an 
itemized  account  of  the  receiptsandexpenditures,  for  the  fiscal  year  above  referred 
to,  with  vouchers,  as  required  by  law. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  February  10,  I89S,  a  resolution  was  adopted  ap- 
pointing a  committee  to  report  facts  to  the  Legislature. 

On  the  15th  of  February  the  committee  report<;d,  and  submittod  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Agriculture  and  Mining  of  tlie  Legislature  their  report. 

On  the  &th  of  April,  1898,  the  Board  again  assembled,  and  the  president  made 
his  report  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  received  the  import  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Board  adjourned,  and  there  baa  l)een  no  meeting  of  the  Board  since — there 
being  no  funds  until  December  at  the  command  of  the  Commissioner,  or  that  in 
accordance  with  these  resolutions  could  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  a  Board 
meetini;. 

Certain  specific  duties  are  required  by  the  Code  to  be  performed  by  the  Com- 
misstoner,  and  are  distinctly  specified,  but  other  duties  connected  with  the 
agriculture  of  the  State,  growing  out  of  the  broader  and  additional  scope  of  the 
Agricultural  Bill  of  1838.  are  required  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  by  the 
Slate  Booid,  and  occupy  an  important  place  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and 
conetune  a  considerable  paiC  of  the  appropriation. 
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The  duties  eet  forth  in  the  act  of  March  21Hh,  1877  (now  cudiQed),  are: 

First.  "To  prtpart  a  Hand-book."— The  book  prepared  and  publiahed  in  1893, 
entitled  "  Virginia — A  Hand-book,"  baa  given  such  general  wtiafaction  in  this  as 
well  aa  other  States  of  the  Union,  and  in  several  foreign  countries,  and  the  demand 
for  it  has  been  so  continued,  that  the  Hoard  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  eeveral 
new  editions,  and  all  have  been  expendetl. 

The  requests  for  tlie  book  by  teachera  of  tlie  jiublie  Bhools  liave  been  very  con- 
siderable, and  although  this  was  not  the  original  inteiU  of  such  a  publication,  the 
small  original  ci)st  of  the  n-ork,  and  still  smaller  coat  of  re  iraue,  seems  to  indicate 
th^  this  mode  of  educaliiig  the  iieitple  shi-uld  not  be  negieeted.  The  rapid  devel- 
opment of  some  Mtctioni!  aitd  iiitrodui'.ins;  of  new  indnatrios  and  tncreaaing  nianu- 
fkctoriea,  make  a  new  book,  giving  new  ftati^ties,  nice-i^ry. 

Second.  "  Tlif  O'lilr-U  mi'!  Analinf  nl  FxTlilizT"  lal'.reil  f-r  mie  in  Ihit  Slate."— 
This  is  one  of  the  mowt  iinjiortant  ciuties  requiiwl  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. To  establish  ronliilcnce  l)etwtvn  our  man n fact uren^  and  our  planters  and 
truckers  is  the  great  work  the  Biianl  of  Agriculture  is  nccompliahing. 

Watchf^il,  yet  fair  and  unpreju'liix'<l  invcf^ titration,  in  sampling,  analyzing  and 
publishing  all  fertilisers  nffered  for  sale  in  Virginia,  will  give  iNitifraction  to  h11  the 
honest — both  buyers  and  sellers.  In  planting  and  trucking,  commercial  fertilizers 
have  become  a  necessity,  and,  in  the  ini|irovenient  of  large  areas  of  exhausted 
lands,  a  great  help.  The  jndicioua  uae  of  tlui-ie  mineral  ingredients  in  roila  neces- 
sary to  produce  a  paying  crop,  or  to  put  a  broken  down  Held  on  its  feet,  is  of  the 
first  im|)orIaDce  to  moat  Virginia  land  ownci's.  I  call  attention  to  the  reports  of 
the  Chemist  and  Inspector,  .which  will  show  the  heavy  work  done  this  year.  The 
•ales  of  fertilizers  being  22^,000  tons,  worth  four  and  a  half  millions  dollars,  which 
have  been  increasing  tn  quantity  and  decreasing  in  price  every  year  and  main- 
taining their  quality. 

Third.  Mining  and  Man'ifactaring. — There  has  been  an  increase  in  both  since 
my  last  report,  but  lack  of  funds  in  the  season  prevented  the  securing  of  accurate 
statistics.  The  report  of  Dr.  Froehling  will  show  the  assays  made  under  the 
special  act  of  aasembly,  but  inability  to  pay  him  during  the  summer  suspended 
the  work,  and  there  are  a  number  on  hand  not  assayed.  The  report  of  Dr.  Knight, 
of  the  Randolph- Macon  Woman's  College,  of  waters  and  ores,  is  a  valuable  paffer 
for  the  Piedmont  section  CMpecially.    It  was  made  without  cost  or  charge. 

Fourth.  The  Cnbina  of  Mii'er/ils.-To  keep  this  important  matter,  annually 
becoming  of  greater  interest  to  the  travelling  public  of  other  States  and  cities,  I 
simply  repeat  here  what  I  said  in  lS!)i>,  as  follows : 

The  Code  of  Virginia,  section  1788,  paragraph  4,  saya :  "  He  (the  Commiasioner) 
shall  establish,  if  it  has  not  already  been  done,  in  his  oftice,  or  some  place  con- 
venient thereto,  a  cabinet,  in  whii-h  he  shall  deposit  such  specimens  of  rock,  coal, 
ores,  metals,  and  other  mineral  substances  of  the  Stale,  and  of  manufactured 
articles  and  models  of  inventions  useful  to  ihe  agricultural  and  industrial  pursuits 
of  the  l^tate,  as  he  can  conveniently  obtain  He  shall  carefully  label  the  speci- 
mens, designating  the  counties  from  which  they  were  obtained,  or  the  places 
where  they  were  manufactured  or  made,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  arrange  them  in 
proper  order  for  public  inspection.  He  sholl  also  keep  in  Ins  office  a  cabinet  con- 
veniently arranged,  and  open  to  the  inapection  of  the  public,  all  mapa,  surveys, 
boota  and  papers  of  a  public  character  belonging  to  the  Department." 

In  1878,  Dr.  Pollard,  Coramispioner  of  Agriculture,  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
present  exhibit,  and  he  reports  having  a  hard  time  trying  to  carry  out  the  law 
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"  with  iiiBdeqnate  means,"  and  having  to  rely  on  voluntary  contributionfl.  Many 
of  these  were  loans,  and  have  been  reclaimed  dnrinf;  m;  administration.  I  found 
an  exhibit  well  classified  as  to  counties,  much  of  which  cnroe  from  the  New 
Orleans  Exposition,  but  moet  of  the  labels  were  lost  from  the  specimens.  During 
the  last  six  years,  I  have,  by  my  travelling;  inxpector  of  fertilizers,  perEonal  friends 
in  the  counties,  and  the  liberality  of  tlie  railroads  anil  exhibitors  at  fairs,  arcurau- 
lated  a  collection  that  Prdfei^aor  Fontaine,  of  the  University  of  Vir){inia,  says 
"caunot  fell  to  be  of  ^reat  value  to  the  State  "  The  miuersl  exhibit  is  now  in  an 
elegant  room  on  the  second  Boor  of  the  Library  Building,  with  speeiraens  of  every 
mineral  in  the  State,  labelled  with  their  location,  scientiHe  and  eommon  names, 
and  clHssi&ed  and  mounted  in  suitable  cases  for  the  insi)ection  of  the  public.  They 
will  be  added  to  aa  new  minerals  or  <liscoveries  in  new  loealities  are  found.  Pro- 
feK.Mor  Fontaine,  who  examined  the  exhibit  nnd  named  and  elastiiiied  the  speci- 
mens, says  :  "  What  the  .State  should  have  is  a  permanent  exhibition  of  specimens 
illustratinfr  her  resources  placed  in  some  building  devoted  to  the  purpose,  where 
also  atlthorilative  information  could  be  furnished  to  one  peeking  investment. " 

Fifth.  "  Spteial  I-nifnligalion  nf  Mallert  I'-rtnining  In  Agriralliiri:" — "  He  sliall," 
says  tlie  art.  "  impiire  into  and  investitmte  mattere  pertaining  to  the  cultivation  of 
the  soil  and  raisinKof  crops,  horticulture  and  fruit-growing,  the  dairy,  cattle  and 
sheep  raising,  diiieaMes  of  grain,  fruit  and  other  crops  and  the  remedy  therefor, 
ii^urj'  to  crojHt  by  insects  and  the  prevention  thereof,  irrigation  and  enclosures, 
And  in  general  whatever  relates  especially  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
State." 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  on  the  5th  of  April  in  regard  to  curtailing  publica- 
tions and  stationery,  printing,  ete.,  rendered  it  impossible,  with  the  small  collec- 
tions from  additional  brands  during  the  summer,  to  carry  out  the  work  heretofore 
ftilly  done  by  circulars  distributed  all  over  the  State,  sent  out  with  return  stamped 
envelopes. 

Sixth.  Dinlributi-m  of  Seed, — Sot  foreseeing  what  would  be  the  result  of  the 
changes  in  legislation,  on  the  4th  of  March  last  when  the  new  appropriation  bill 
went  into  eRect.  I  had  gotten,  without  coat,  a  large  lot  of  sugar  beet  seed  from 
Secretary  Wilson,  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  as  a  favor,  the 
Board  expecting,  at  the  instance  of  certain  fanners  and  capilHlists,  to  continue  the 
experiments  on  sugar  beet  planting.  This  matter,  from  neci.i<sity,  having  been 
dropped  by  the  Bimnl,  the  set-d  are  on  hand  in  the  Department,  unuaed  but  good. 
Nothing  could  be  done  under  this  head,  only  a  few  planters  apjilied  for  some  sugar 
beet  and  Havanna  tobacco  seed,  and  these  wore  supplieil. 

5-eventli.  PahlicnUon  of  /ii/orma/ion.— The  printing  an<l  distribution  of  Hand 
Books,  weekly  bulletins  of  fertilizer..),  crop  reports,  mineral  statistics,  and,  in  fact, 
all  the  publications  of  the  Department  which  requireil  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
for  printing,  postage,  &c..  had,  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  to  be  cut  off. 

This  concludes  the  specific  heads  of  work  directly  required  by  the  AH  of  Assem- 
bly. The  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  having  at  iw  command  the  $10,000  regulaY 
appropriation  and  $.1,000  (ofthegi-nerally  19,000]  of  the  fertilizer  fund,  did  a  consid- 
erable work  on  the  industrial  line  suggested  by  the  Agricultural  bill,  to-wit :  immi- 
gration, labor  statistics,  farmers'  institutes,  soil  tests,  and  roads,  and  much  of  their 
thought  and  attention  was  given  to  these  subjects  through  committees  of  the  Board 
appointed  for  each  subject.  For  reasons  before  stated,  but  little  was  done.  Before 
the  legislation  which  went  into  effect  the  3d  of  March  and  the  legislation  conse- 
quent thereon,  two  institutes  had  been  held— one  at  Winchester  for  the  Seventh 
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District,  and  one  at  Alexandria  for  the  Eighth.  The  CommisBioaer  of  Agricnltan 
attended  the  one  at  AleiandriA  held  by  the  member  of  the  Board,  H^jor  0.  E. 
Hioe,  which  wae  a  great  Bucceas  and  far  two  daye  was  well  attended  and  addreaKd 
b;  distinguished  experts,  and  full  part  was  taken  in  the  discuBsionB  by  the  brmen 
attendinf:-  The  one  at  Winchester  wae,  as  it  has  always  been,  a  success,  aad  wu 
conducted  by  Captain  HcOaan,  member  of  the  Board  for  that  district.  SeTenil 
others  would  have  been  held  and  were  expected  in  the  summer,  but  there  being 
no  lunds  for  the  purpose  tbey  were  given  up. 

Having  diapoeed  of  the  matters  required  to  be  reported  on,  botb  directly  bj 
statute  and  indirectly  by  the  action  of  the  Board,  I  file  herewith  a  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30, 1698,  aa  shown  by  the  itemized  account  and  vouchers  required  by  law  and  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

By  this  it  appears  that  there  has  been  received  from  fees  on  fertilisers  the  past 
year,  ending  30th  September,  1898,  $8,140.

No.  1,  by  the  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  milk  of  lime  (that  is, 
slaked  lime  stirred  up  in  water),  and  well  stirred  and  allowed  to  settle,  will  give 
satisfactory  results,  both  for  boiler  and  laundry  use ;  while  No.  2,  in  addition  to 
the  use  of  milk  of  time  requires  thorough  agitation  by  blowing  a  current  of  air 
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through  it.  This  vill  oxidiM  the  iron  carbon&te  and  caiiee  it  to  be  coDveited  into 
oxide,  which  is  then  precipitated  with  the  lime.  I  would  prefer  to  nse  No.  1  aa 
reqairiag  the  least  care  and  trouble  to  rerder  it  unobjectionable  for  the  purposes 
indicated. 

For  the  purpose  of  treating  the  water,  I  would  suggest  that  two  tanks,  each 
holding  a  day's  supply  of  water,  be  built,  and  to  each  800  gallons  of  water  one 
pound  of  quicklime,  slaked  and  mixed  with  water  to  a  this  cream,  be  added,  well 
stirred  and  allowed  to  settle,  the  water  so  treated  caa  be  used  a  few  hours  after 
adding  the  milk  of  lime,  but  is  best  left  until  the  next  dav.  The  water  can  then 
be  drawn  off  bj  a  foucet  a  little  way  above  the  bottom,  arranged  so  that  the  water 
n  drawn  ttom  above  so  that  the  lime  on  the  bottom  will  not  be  disturbed.  The 
lime  can  be  removed  when  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  occamulatfid  to  justify  the 
trouble.  Trusting  the  above  will  give  you  the  desired  informatjou,  I  am.

Macon  Woman's  Collefte.  Lynchburg,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  N.  Knight.  The 
work  was  done  at  the  rcqneet  of  the  State  Commimioner  of  A|;ricultare,  without 
coet  or  chai^  to  the  Eh^partment.  The  watera  contain  a  relatively  small  amount 
of  sohds  in  eolution,  and  are  unusually  free  from  organic  contamination.  The  re- 
sults also  show  that  the  soil  is  free  from  malarial  and  other  disease  germs.  Those 
analyzed  may  be  taken  aa  a  fair  type  of  the  springs  that  abound  in  this  section  of 
the  Slate:

The  TockB  underlying  the  eoil  in  the  vicinity  of  Lynchburi;  have  about  the  com- 
poeition  of  granite,  and  cousist  of  quartz,  feldspar,  mica  aud  hornblende.  Most  of 
theae  minerals  contain  iron,  which  changes  into  haematite  (FE203)  aa  the  rock 
decomposes.  It  ia  usually  haematite  that  colors  soil  red.  Profeesor  Riddick  and 
Miss  Ct'leste  Alepaugh  determined  the  percentage  of  iron  in  the  soil  on  the  college 
campus.  The  average  of  several  determinations  showed  14.2  per  cent,  of  hae- 
matite. 

MisslMartha  J,  Allen  detennined  the  iron  in  soil  of  a  deep  red  color,  near  the 
baaeball  park  in  Rivermont.    The  average  of  two  determinations  showed  14.84  per 

Manganese  Orb. 

A  specimen  of  manganese  dioxide  from  a  deposit  near  Bvington  was  analysed 
by  Miss  Nellie  V.  Powell,  It  contained  77.55  per  cent,  of  manganese  dioxide. 
Thia  mineral  is  used  in  obtaining  chlorine,  so  extensively  used  in  bleaching,  and 

in  the  mannfncturc  of  oxygen  and  Bessemer  steel.

An  Ad  to  Protect  and  Adeance  Agrici'lliire  by  regulating  the  sale  and  purily  of  C'ommer- 
cinl  FerlUizert  and  the  gwtraniee  ami  cindition  upon  vihicK  they  are  to  be  sold,  aiid 
fixing  the  penattie$  incurred  for  violnlinns  of  Ike  same;  amended  by  Ad  approved 
March  8,  1894,  as  amended  by  Act  March  6,  1896. 
1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That  tbe  Commissioner 

of  Agriculture  shall  have  epocial  chai^  of  the  inspection  and  analysis  of  fertilizers 

or  chemicals,  or  ingredients  for  mannfacturing  the  same,  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in 

this  State.

2.  It  ehall  be  the  duty  of  any  manufacturer  or  dealer  in  commercial  fertilizera. 
annually,  before  the  same  are  offered  for  sale  in  this  State,  to  pay  to  the  CoTmni* 
sioner  of  Atiriculture  a  registration  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  fee  shall 
entitle  the  eaid  manufacturer  or  dealer  to  register  with  the  Commiaaioner  of  Agri- 
culture not  exceeding  ten  names  or  brands  under  which  he  proposes  to  sell  liia  fer- 
tilizere  in  this  State,  and  for  each  and  every  additional  name  or  brand  over  and 
above  the  ten  provided  for,  the  manufacturer  or  dealer  shall  jjay  an  additional 
registration  fee  of  ten  dollars  ;  but  any  one  manufacturing  not  more  than  one 
hundred  tona  in  one  year,  upon  certifying  the  same  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, shall  pay  a  tax  of  ten  dollars  only.

8.  The  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  adopt  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
viding for  tlie  collection  of  the  money  arising  from  the  fees  aforesaid  or  from  fines 
imposed  under  this.Act,  and  shall  require  the  same  to  be  deposited  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State,  and  only  to  be  drawn  therefrom  upon  warrants  issued  by  the 
Auditor  of  ihc  State,  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  only  the  expense  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  ijtcliidiug  a  nomrnvvioii  of  three  per  centum  to  the  Commit- 
simier  of  Agriculture  for  collecting  and  dilburiing  the  aaid  fees  and  finet,  which  sum, 
for  all  purposes,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thoueand  doilari  in  the  year. 

t).  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  keep  a  correct  and  fkithful  account  of 
all  fees  received  and  certificates  issued  by  him,  showing  from  whom  the  fees  were 
received  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  for  what  fertilizers  the  certificates  were  intended 
to  be  used,  and  the  amount  of  money  arising  from  fines  under  this  Act. 

10.  The  terra  "  commercial  fertilizer  "  or  fertilizers,  where  the  same  are  used  in 
this  Act,  shall  not  Ix;  held  to  include  lime,  land  plaster,  ashes,  or  common  salt,  or 
tobacco  Bt«ms,  ground  and  unground,  or  any  chemicals  or  ingredients  used  in  man- 
u&cturing  fertilizers  inlendeil  for  sale.  .^11  fertilizers  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in 
violation  of  this  Act  shall  be  seizes!  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  or  his 
stents,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  officer  of  tbe  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
offence,  and  said  fertilizers  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposition  made  of  the  same  by 
said  court.  All  moneys  arising  from  seizures  of  fertilizers  shall  be  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  Ail  violatv/nt  of  the  provigiont  of  tliii  Act  ihaU 
be  pu"i*hed  at  violalioni  of  and  by  a  proiecution  under  the  revenue  law  of  IhU  Stale. 

11.  This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Sir; 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  fertilizer  branch  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1S98. 

The  Bales  of  fertilizers  in  this  State  this  year  for  truck  crops,  peanuts  and  cotton 
have  been  about  normal,  but  for  tobacco,  wheat  and  other  gmin  crops  there  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  tlie  gales. 

From  the  best  data  obtainable,  I  find  the  number  of  tons  of  fertilizers  sold  in 
the  State  this  year  to  be  229,557  tons,  and  placing  the  average  price  per  ton  at  $20, 
makes  the  total  money  value,  54,571,114. 

The  sale  and  conaumjitioit  of  commercial  fertilizers  have  steadily  increased  in 
this  State  year  by  year  since  this  Department  nas  organized,  and  there  la  no  evi' 
dence  to  show  that  the  high  water  mark  has  been  reached,  bat,  on  the  other  hand, 
I  feel  juetiGed  in  making  the  prediction  that  the  sale  and  use  of  fertilizers  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  for  some  years. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  In  the  per  cent,  of  cash  sales,  l^st  year  the 
cash  sales  wSre  44  per  cent.    This  year  I  report  50  per  cent,  of  sates  for  cash. 

Thirty -si  I  agreed  or  fanners'  samples  were  sent  in  and  have  been  analyzed. 
The  analyses  of  same  will  appear  in  report  of  Chemist. 

The  field  inspectors,  Messrs.  11.  L,  Jobson  and  R.  C.  Whitehead,  were  put  to 
work  in  the  trucking  section  of  the  State  early  in  January,  and  the  work  of  field 
inspection  and  the  taking  of  samples  was  pushed  with  vigor  antil  about  the  15th 
of  March.  The  work  was  then  transferred  to  the  peanut  and  cotton  belts,  and 
later  to  the  tobacco-growing  counties,  and  the  spring  season  was  closed  finally  in 
the  Valley  and  Southwest  Virginia,  on  the  ISth  of  May.  Four  hundred  and 
ninety-five  samples  were  taken  and  sent  in  for  analysis. 

For  want  of  money  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  inspectors,  1  have  no  report  to 
make  of  work  done  in  tlie  field  this  fall.  This  is  a  very  imptortant  part  of  our 
work,  and  1  i-egret  exceedingly  that  I  had  to  leave  it  off. 

I  prepared  twelve  bulletins  containing  the  analyses  of  668  samples  of  fertilizers, 
but  could  not  [>ublish  same  and  distribute  to  the  farmers  of  the  State  for  lack  of 
funds,    Tiie  analyses  will,  however,  appear  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Chemist. 

There  are  IIS  manufacturers  doing  business  in  this  State.  Fifty-nine  pay  a 
registration  fee  of  WOO  for  ten  brands,  which  gives  them  the  privilege  of  selling 
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more  than  600  tons  of  fertilizers  duriog  the  ye&r.  The  remaiuing  ti(l;r-Din«  p>f 
fees  ranging  from  $10  to  $50,  and  have  the  privileee  ot  Belling  from  100  to  500  tons 
during  the  year. 

There  were  891  branda  of  fertilizers  r^atered  in  this  department  for  the  jear 
I89S,  and  the  financial  report  for  the  year  ahowe  that  (8,140  was  derived  from 
feea  for  same. 

There  are  fifty-eis  manufacturera  of  fertilizers  located  in  Virginia ;  of  thae 
forty  have  well  eqnipped  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  fertilizers,  the  remiiti' 
ing  sixteen  have  their  brands  made  for  them. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-one  brands  of  fertilizers  were  found  on  sale  in  this  Stale, 
Upon  which  the  registration  fee  had  not  been  paid  at  time  of  sampling.  Tim 
manufacturers  were  duly  notified  of  thie  violation  of  law,  and  have  since  cooiplied 
with  ite  requirements,  bringing  to  thedepartmentrevenue  to  the  amount  of  (3,930. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  flagrant  violations  of  the  lav, 
and  but  few  cases  of  irregular  branding,  &c.,  these  were,  however,  propeTlj- ad- 
jnsted.  No  brands  analyzed  this  year  have  fallen  ten  per  cent,  below  the  goann- 
tee,  and  there  has  been  no  friction  between  manu&Cturers  and  the  department; 
or,  so  far  as  known,  between  manufacturers  or  dealers  and  the  farmers.

We  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  Ithe  annual  reporta  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Sargeon  of  the  Vii^inia  Per.itentiarj,  with  the  accompanying 
tables,  for  the  flacal  year  ending  September  30,  1896. 

The  profit  realized  at  the  penitentiary  is  $55,074.01,  adding  the  profit  at  the 
&nn  42,053.27,  makes  a  net  balance  of  profit  for  the  fear  of  $57,127.28,  which  is 
the  largest  profit  ever  yielded  by  this  institution. 

The  contract  with  Lanie  &  Brother  (Tobacco  Company),  for  ninety  men, 
expired  on  October  20,  1897,  (this  fiscal  year.)  In  view  of  the  expiration  of  this 
contract,  it  seemed  advisable  for  the  preceding  board  to  contract  witii  the  Davie 
Boot  and  Shoe  Company  to  tabe  one  i.undred  additional  men,  and  for  the  State  to 
fit  up  the  tobacco  fectory  for  the  nse  of  the  Davia  Boot  and  Shoe  Company,  and 
to  erect  a  connection  building  between  the  tobacco  and  shoe  factories  at  a  coat  of 
S),  U9.92;  included  in  this  amount  1866.77  was  for  automatic  sprinklers,  this  being 
one-half  entire  coat  of  sprinklers ;  the  Davis  Boot  and  Shoe  Company  paid 
the  other  half.  This  ayatem  of  sprinklers  is  in  each  of  our  factories,  and  is 
recognized  as  greatly  reducing  the  fire  hazard.  The  State  carnee  no  inaurance  on 
the  bctories  or  penitentiary  proper.  We  were  necessarily  deprived  of  aome 
revenue  for  the  months  of  Sovember,  December,  and  January,  dnring  the  erection 
and  fitting  up  of  the  tobacco  factory  for  the  occupancy  of  the  Davia  Boot  and  Shoe 
Company,  who  moved  in  the  last  of  January,  and  gradually  increased  the  number 
of  men  on  contract  work,  and  now  have  over  one  thooaand  a^,  work. 

We  found  the  wards  of  the  hospital  over-crowded  with  aick,  while  UiBny  con- 
valeecente  were  occupying  cells  which  were  badly  needed  by  other  prisoners  ;  it 
therefore  seemed  to  us  to  be  wiae  to  enlarge  the  hospital  building,  which  we  have 
done,  doubling  its  former  capacity;  the  addition  has  bath-tubs  and  hot  water 
which  the  old  one  lacked.    The  entire  building  and  equipment  coat  13,458.61. 

At  the  farm  two  wards  were  added  to  the  hospital— one  for  white  and  one  for 
colored  coneamptives — thus  relievingthe  crowded  condition  ol  the  other  wards,  and 
separating  the  white  and  colored  prisoners  ;  bath-tuba  also  placed  in  these.  This 
addition  cost  $555.66.    The  kitchen  was  remodeled  at  a  coat  oF  (!  15  00. 

A  room  has  been  remodeled  and  added  to  the  kitchen  at  the  penitentiary, 
which  was  a  needed  improvement. 

Under  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Aaaembly,  allowing 
conditional  pardons,  the  board  has  acted  npon  sixty  applications,  r^ecting  flve, 
and  approving  fifty-five.    Up  to  the  present  time  eighteen  have  received  condi— 
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tlonal  pardone.  It  ia  an  incentive  to  good  beliavior  in  the  prison,  and  we  thiol 
it  a  wise  law.  In  our  judgment  it  neede  amendmente.  It  seems  to  ns  tbU  tiie 
exclusion  of  eonTicta  wlio  have  violated  the  rules  of  the  prison,  works  »  p«l 
hardship  in  some  cases ;  we  think  that  the  severity  of  the  law  might  vi«U  be 
mitigated  in  eome  cases,  and  before  the  Legislature  meets  again,  we  hopetobe 
able  to  present  a  bill  which  will  care  the  defects  we  speak  of. 

We  renew  the  recommendations  made  by  the  fbrmer  boards  of  this  iostita- 
tion,  in  favor  of  increasing  the  cell  room  of  the  penitentiary.  The  cells  for  men 
are  crowded  bejrond  the  bounds  of  decency,  and  it  cannot  be  expected  tbat  tvor^ 
of  reformation  will  be  advanced  so  long  as  men  are  thrown  into  such  cloee  coaUct 
aa  they  are  at  this  prison.  We  think  it  unnecessary  to  go  into  further  detsileU 
this  time,  but  wish  to  put  upon  record,  very  emphatically,  that  the  Stale  owes  it 
to  herself  and  to  these  prisoners  to  make  provisions  at  the  earliest  poeaiblemomeiit 
for  relieving  the  congested  condition  of  the  cells. 

The  general  management  at  the  penitentiary  and  farm  has  been  good,  and  n 
endorse  the  work  of  the  superintendent,  who  baa  carried  out  faithhUy  the 
Instructions  and  su^estions  given  hira  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  ve  fX"- 
mend  the  assistant  superintendent,  manager  of  the  form,  sur^eoas,  mitnn, 
officers,  and  guards,  for  efficient  and  faithfnl  discharge  of  their  dotiee.

To  Ihe  HonorabU  Board  of  Direetori  of  tlu  Virginia  Penitentiary  : 
GntTLEMBN : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1808.  Embodied  in  it  yon  will  Snd  everytuing  that  pert&ine  to  the 
man^^ment  of  the  inetitution  daring  this  period. 

The  vajiouB  tablei  show  the  receipts,  expenditaree,  Eiflsets,  cost  of  main- 
tenance, ticcoont  vlth  the  anditor,  accounta  of  the  State  farm,  and  other  infornia- 
tion  of  interest  in  regard  to  tlie  convicts. 

It  is  mr  pleasure  to  report  the  inetitution  in  a  healthfnl  condition  ^m  every 
standpoint.  The  net  pro6ta  here  and  at  the  farm  are  $57,127.28,  a  gain  of  $2,942.99 
over  laat  year. 

Since  the  contract  with  the  Davis  Shoe  Company  wae  first  made  in  1880, 
inangnrating  the  eyetem  of  working  convicte  on  a  large  scale  within  the  prison 
walls,  the  penitentiary  has  ceased  to  be  a  burden  upon  the  treasury  of  the  ^tate. 
While  the  original  contract  called  for  only  two  bandred  men,  as  the  demand  for  the 
prodncts  of  the  company  has  grown,  so  year  by  year  have  more  men  been  added 
to  the  contract  and  relatively  the  revenues  of  the  prison  have  increased. 

It  ie  proper  for  me  to  state  here,  tbat  my  term  of  office  commenced  three 
months  after  the  beginning  of  the  flecal  year.  Prior  to  my  induction  into  ofBce 
ZAms  &  Brother  declined  to  renew  their  contract,  which  expired  October  20, 1897, 
and  the  administration  made  an  additional  contract  with  the  Davis  Boot  and  Shoe 
Company  for  one  hundred  men.  The  contracts  with  this  company  now  call  fbr 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  men  men  as  a  minimum,  and  all  the  women,  with  tbecon> 
tinuance  of  an  elastic  clause,  calling  for  more  men  as  they  may  need  them. 

For  more  than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  that  this  last  contiact  was  made, 
the  company  had  been  ftom  time  to  time  working  as  many  as  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  men,  sometimes  more  and  sometimes  less  By  this  laat  contract  they  were 
not  required  to  t«ke  on  more  men  than  they  were  then  workinft,  so  that  at  the 
expiration  of  the  contract  with  Lams  &  Brother  the  eighty  men  in  their  employ- 
ment were  left  idle  in  their  cells  at  a  loss  to  the  State  of  over  $30.00  per  day. 

The  change  in  the  contract  necessitated  a  change  !□  the  factories  at  a  cost  of 
over  $3,000,  and  not  for  three  months  and  more,  were  the  men  from  the  tobacco 
contract  gotten  on  the  shoe  contract. 

This  statement  has  been  mode,  not  as  a  criticism  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
change,  bnt  only  to  acoonnt  for  the  foiling  off  in  the  revenue  for  the  quarter  of  the 
year  ending  at  the  commencement  of  my  administration,  as  shown  in  statement 
No.  8.

Further  essiniiwtioD  of  thia  EUtement  ibowa  tbAt  of  the  $91,415.93  drawn 
bom  the  UetUDiT,  {27^1.43  were  checked  out  daring  tbie  firet  qoarter.  Of  tbie 
exceas  $3,000  niar  properly  be  atylcd  eztivordinmry  expencee,  inuroiicb  u 
$3,149.92  were  expended  for  the  cbuige  in  the  tobtwco  bailding ;  $2,800  ibr  a 
qnantit]'  of  woolen  cloth  (boagbt  at  a  bargain),  otot  $2,000  worth  of  which  is  stjU 
nnowd. 

The  last  qnarter.  aa  shown  in  this  statemeDt,  preaenta  the  laigert  amonnt 
deposited  in  an;  quarter  in  the  bietor;  of  tfae  inatilvtion.  The  CMh  balance  to 
oar  credit  this  year  is  aboat  $12,000  leas  than  last  ^ear,  and  is  acoonnted  fiir  hj 
the  $3,000  extraordinarj  expense  jnst  qaoted  ;  abont  $3,600  for  the  enlaTgement  of 
the  boiipilal,  over  $500  for  a  stable,  and  other  cash  expenditnres  for  improvements 
at  the  farm  and  abont  the  prison,  all  of  which  are  accoanted  for  as  assets  in  state- 
ment No.  2,  and  abont  $400  for  an  additional  guard  neceasitated  by  the  change  in 
the  contracts. 


In  view  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  cells,  I  regret  that  the  I 
coald  not  find  it  <«Q8isteDt  with  its  view  ae  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  State 
to  allow  an  expenditure  for  the  enlargement  of  the  boitding. 

The  massing  of  the  priaonere,  besides  being  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the 
inmat«B,  is  a  very  serioos  obstacle  to  one  of  the  principal  aims  of  the  inatitotton, 
that  of  reform.  It  is  with  pieasare  that  I  can  refer  to  the  excellent  addition  to 
the  hospital  department  which  you  in  yonr  wiedom  dremed  proper  to  build.  In 
my  jodgment,  in  no  other  way  coald  soch  a  limited  expenditure  have  been  so 
profitably  made.  Other  improvements,  such  aa  the  stable,  the  removal  ol  the 
old  guard  liouse,  the  enclosure  of  the  property  in  froiit  of  Ibe  building,  the  laying 
of  two  hundred  and  forty-five  square  yards  of  granolithic  pavement,  the  change 
in  the  cooking  department,  and  other  smaller  improvements  add  mach  to  the 
convenience,  health,  and  appearance  of  tlie  buildings. 

MAI.1TBNANCE, 

The  increoned  cost  of  feeding,  clothing,  guarding,  &c.,  as  shown  in  statement 
No.  1,  is  due  mainly  to  the  rise  in  provisions.  Il  has  been  my  endeavor  to  we 
that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  proper  quality  of  food  be  always  provided,  and  tliat 
the  clothing  be  )^iiitable  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  t-eosons. 

The  general  appearance  of  ihe<M}nvicie  speaks  for  the  manner  in  which  this 
has  been  done, 

DIscm.iMB. 

In  a  firm  but  kind  manner  the  discipline  of  the  insliiution  has<:been  main- 
tained. Such  minor  violations  as  have  from  time  to  time  occurred  have  been 
largely  duo  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  cells. 


The  tasks  of  thote  employed  on  the  contract  are  not  excessive,  which  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  $20,231.86  have  been  earned  by  the  prisoners  dniing  the 
year  by  over-work. 
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The  State  bnn  continuM  to  Mrve  the  good  porpoee  for  whicb  the  Legislatore 
intended  it.  It  hu  heen  of  grekt  aid  to  the  penitentiarj  the  pact  year  in  nceiving 
and  caring  for  manr  of  those  broken  down  from  conflnement  and  from  the 
ravagee  of  an  epidemic  of  meaalee  last  epting.  Bere  where  they  were  enabled  to 
obtain  pnrer  air,  more  sanehine.  and  more  exercite,  their  improvement  in  moot 
inatancee  has  been  marked.  Thtongh  the  efficient  management  of  Mr.  A.  W. 
Finch  it  haa  not  only  supported  an  average  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-fonr 
men,  but  shows  a  net  gain  to  the  State  of  12,057.27.  Statement  No.  5  itemicea 
the  permanent  improvements  that  have  been  made  there. 


Not  a  single  escape  has  occurred  from  the  prison  proper.  From  the  aeveral 
places  where  the  convicts  are  distributed  the  total  number  of  escapes  haa  been 
fifteen.     Of  these,  six  have  been  recaptured. 

UMBHPLOYKD  PRIBOKBR8. 

At  this  time  there  are  1,275  prisoners  witbin  the  walla  of  the  prison.  Of  these, 
1,011  men  and  sixty-five  women  vre  employed  by  the  Shoe  Company.  One  hun- 
dred and  eeventy-five  are  necessary  for  prison  detail,  making  a  total  of  1,260  at 
work  and  a  balance  of  only  twenty-five  unaccounted  for.  Of  theee,  nine  or  ten 
are  sent  each  day  to  the  Capito!  Square,  while  several  of  the  others  are  pbyeically 
incapacitated  for  work  or  any  kind.  The  number  of  able-bodied  men  therefore 
unemployed  in  the  priaon  uombere  less  than  a  dozen. 


A  reference  to  the  surgeons'  reporu  shows  the  health  of  tbe  prisoners  to  have 
been  excellent  We  were  unfortunate  last  spring  in  having  tbe  prison  infected 
with  measles  by  two  new  convicts  of  whom  unfortunately  we  were  not  warned. 
The  lai^  excused  list  during  tbe  spring  is  the  result  of  such  infection. 

tSANePOBTATION  OF  CONVICTS, 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-two  prisonera  were  brought  to  tbe  building  and  five 
hundred  and  seventy  were  discharged  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  total  number, 
1,122,  were  transported  at  a  cost  of  (5,838.54.  Last  year  the  total  number  traiiB- 
ported  was  about  1,011,  at  a  cost  of  f3,818.40. 


In  tbe  foregoing  statement  as  to  transportation  it  may  be  noted  that  the  num- 
ber discharged  exceeds  tbe  number  received.  This  is  partially  accounted  for  by 
the  Conditional  Pardon  Law  passed  at  tbe  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  As 
some  tJme  elapsed  before  this  law  could  be  put  in  operation  the  number  discharged 
under  it  this  year  ia  notbinic  like  so  great  as  likely  to  be  in  the  future.  The  law, 
in  my  judgment,  can  be  amended  with  advantage  in  two  particulars. 
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As  it  now  reads,  it  asyB  that  any  convict,  after  serviiii;  half  Lib  term  and  kept 
the  prison  mles  in  every  respect,  may  apply  for  this  conditional  pardon. 

The  first  amendment  that  I  would  BUftgeet  wonld  be  for  tbe  relief  of  bng- 
term  prisoneis.  As  the  law  ie,  all  prisoners  are  barred  from  any  relief  by  thi« 
conditional  pardon,  provided  they  have  violated  the  prison  rules  in  any  reepecL 

While  in  general,  I  think  this  an  eminently  proper  provisioa,  in  some  instance* 
it  works  hardships.  There  are  at  present  convicts  who  have  been  within  tbe 
prison  walls  ten  and  more  years  on  a  sentence  fbr  eighteen  years.  In  the  early 
part  of  their  sentence  they  violated  some  prison  rule,  and  althoogh  they  now  haw 
been  exemplary  prisoners  for  five  or  more  years,  they  are  deprived  of  relief  by 
conditional  pardon.  The  amendment  that  I  would  advocate  woold  be  that  an; 
prisoner  who  bas  served  half  his  term  and  kept  the  prieon  mles  in  every  respect 
for  five.yeare  consecutively  prior  to  the  time  of  application,  ahonld  be  granted  tbe 
privileges  of  the  law. 

The  second  amend  inei it  that  I  wonld  suggest  would  be  that  the  law  should 
not  apply  to  prisoners  with  a  sentence  under  two  years.  As  it  is,  a  prisoner  with 
a  sentence  of  one  year  with  his  time  allowed  for  good  behavior,  can  apply  for  this 
paidon  after  being  in  the  prison  only  five  months  and  six  days.  Certainly,  bat 
little  reform  can  be  accomplished  in  this  period. 


Religions  exercises  have  been  faithfally  condocted  by  repreeentativee  of  tbe 
variouB  denominations,  and  great  credit  is  due  them  for  their  zealons  efiorts  in 
behalf  of  the  nnfortnnate  inmates. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  extending  to  every  officer  and  gnard  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  faithfulneea  with  which  they  have  performed  any 
dnty  imposed  upon  them.  Ever  watchful  over  their  work,  and  ever  having 
in  view  the  beat  intereate  of  the  ioBtitution,  they  have  worked  with  me  in  com- 
qion  cause  to  advance  the  interests  of  tbe  State. 

To  yon,  gentlemen  of  the  board,  who  have  ever  been  courteous  and  fbrbeai- 
ing  in  whatever  short-cominge  I  may  have  bad,  I  retarn  my  heartfelt  thanks.

I  herewith  present  this,  mj  report  as  sargeon  for  the  State  Feoiten- 
Uary,  for  the  loei  twelve  monthB.  Darisg  this  period  nothing  of  any  special 
interest  bae  occurred.  The  geneial  health  of  the  institution  and  the  death  rale 
varied  but  tittle  from  that  of  the  last  few  years.  The  excused  list  ie  somewhat 
larger  than  last  year,  owing  to  the  &ct  that  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  we 
were  visited  with  epidemics  of  1a  Grippe  and  measles,  which  eo  debilitated  a  large 
nnmher  of  the  men  that  they  were  unfit  for  work  for  months.  The  excellent 
addition  to  the  hospital  department  which  you  have  seen  fit  to  make  has  cer- 
t^nly  largely  added  to  the  comfort  of  the  sick  and,  I  believe,  will  much  benefit 
the  health  of  the  institution. 

The  health  of  the  women's  department  has  been  indeed  remarkable.  During 
the  year  only  four  women  have  been  sufficiently  sick  to  be  kept  in  hospital, 
and  they  only  for  a  few  days.  In  the  month  of  May  not  a  ungle  woman  was 
excnsed  from  work.  In  January,  August,  and  September,  four  days  were  lost  in 
each  month.  This  record,  I  am  sure,  has  not  been  excelled  since  work  was 
required  of  the  inmates. 

Allow  me,  in  conclusion,  to  extend  my  cordial  thanks  to  the  efficient  officeis 
of  the  institution.

I  have  the  honor  to  enbrnit  1D7  report  of  the  Hospital  Deput- 
ment  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1S9S. 

Table  A,  ahova  there  were  tnelve  deaths  during  the  jear,  nearly  all  of  whom 
were  critically  ill  when  sent  to  the  fann  ;  table  B,  that  the  percentage  of  deaths 
per  hundred  of  the  average  number  on  farm  .031  ;  table  C,  that  the  whole  num- 
ber reported  at  the  Surgeon's  calls  daring  the  year  was  21,968  ;  of  whom  10,988 
were  excused,  and  10,979  reported  for  work  ;  table  B,  gives  a  list  of  those  treated 
in  the  hospital  with  final  disposition  as  follows  :  died,  12  ;  returned  to  call,  151 ; 
escaped,  1  ;  pardoned,  15  ;  remaining  in  hospital,  39 ;  total  treated,  218. 

Considering  the  debilitated  state  a  large  number  of  the  men  are  in  when  sent 
here,  the  mortality  la  not  large  and  the  general  health  has  been  very  good  except- 
ing diarrhcea  and  dysentery,  and  there  has  not  been  more  of  it  here  than  yon 
would  find  in  the  same  number,  probably,  collected  in  the  county. 

The  two  hospital  wards  suggeeted  in  my  laat  report  have  been  built,  eo  that 
now  our  lacilitiee  for  taking  care  of  the  sick  are  very  good,  and  also  the  eel's  have 
been  celled  which  improves  them  very  much,  and  adds  comfort  to  the  men. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  hearty  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  institution  for 
the  kind  aid  extended  me  in  helping  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  unfortunates, 
and  to  advance  the  aanitary  condition  of  the  fium.

An  exAmliiBtion  of  this  report  will  diBcIoee  the  fiwt  that  the  population  of  the- 
hoflpital.ia steadily  increaaing,  ai^d  that  during  the  paet  jear  more  than  one  thou- 
sand patienta  have  been  cared  fbr  aod  treated.  If  appllcatiouH  for  admistibn  be- 
continued  aa  they  have  been  for  the  past  two  or  three  yeftn,  it  will  be  only  a  short 
time  before  the  hospital  will  be  overcrowded. 

We  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  average  per  capita  cost  of  nuUnt^- 
nance,  (117.00,  the  loweet  in  the  history  of  the  hospital. 

Strenuous  eSbrta  have  been  made  to  bringthe  expenses  of  the  hospital  within 
^he  sum  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature.  But  there  is  a  small  deficit,  not- 
withstandinic  the&ct  that  there  was  a  considerable  sorpluson  hand  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  1897,  As  we  enter  upon  the  preoent  flecal  year  with  a  balance' 
against  as,  a  larger  number  of  patients  than  twelve  months  ago,  and  with  many 
articles  and  products  which  will  have  to  be  purchased,  selling  at  higher  prices,  it 
is  obvious  that  we  mast  encounter  a  deficit  of  large  proportions  a  year  hence.  W» 
recognize  the  fact  that  we  are  called  upon  to  adminieter  the  solemn  trust  of  caring- 
for  the  nnfortonates  in  this  hospital  in  the  most  economical  manner  ;  but  at  the- 
same  time  we  are  sure  that  the  people  of  Virginia  will  cheer^illy  bear  any  neces- 
sary and  reasonable  expense  in  taking  care  of  the  insane  in  the  hospitals  of  the 
State. 

The  Board  of  Directors  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  hospital  is  in  excel- 
lent condition,  and  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  ability  and  fidelity  with  which  th& 
Superintendent  and  other  officers  have  discharged  their  respective  duties.

Too  many  people  nee  the  hoepitale  aa  an 
eaey  meana  of  ridding  themselyea  of  r«laUvea  who,  beoomini;  mentallr  enfcebled 
by  age,  are  regarded  aa  a  burd«n,  and  foifted  upon  the  State  fbr  care  and  protec- 
tion. Ill  tfafe  way  proper  hoapital  patients  are  crowded  ont,  and  the  chances  for 
their  recovery  made  more  remote.  Since  the  oomfbrts  and  care  of  hoepital  life 
have  become  better  known,  it  is  fonnd  convenient  by  not  a  fbw  relativei  to  have 
many  certified  to  as  insane  before  a  oommlsaion  of  Innacy  who  pooeees  only  the 
childiehneea,  and  possibly  the  loss  of  memory,  incident  to  advanced  yeare.  It  is 
forgotten  that  senile  decay  is  not  insanity,  bat  a  natural  condition  which  would 
overtake  all  of  as  were  oor  lives  extended  beyond  the  nsoal  limit  accorded  to 
hamanity.  We  are  often  blamed  for  not  accepting  such,  and  thns  preventing  as 
far  as  possible  a  hospiial  from  becoming  merely  "an  old  folks'  home"  for  many 
whose  relatives  are  well  able  to  look  after  encb  harmless  dticena  at  home  in  tbeir 
declining  years. 

It  is  satis&ctory  to  know  that  there  are  many  exceptions  to  this  heartleasness 
and  want  of  sympathy  and  affection. 

There  are  five  who  have  been  residentfi  in  the  hospital  from  45  to  60  years ; 
five  from  40  to  4fi  years  ;  nine  from  So  to  40  years,  and  thirty-elz  from  30  to  35 
years. 

Of  the  60  deaths,  two  were  85  years  old  ;  one  S3  years  old  ;  one  B2  years ;  <  wo 
79  yean  old  ;  one  76  years  old,  and  a  number  between  60  and  70  yeaia  of  age. 
This  acGonnte  for  oar  increased  mortality  list  this  year. 


I  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanying  financial  report  of  the  Steward 
which  embraces  the  receipts  and  the  expenditures,  first,  in  their  gross  amonnts, 
and  then  in  fiill  detail,  and  refers  to  the  operations  of  the  various  working  depart- 
ments of  the  hospital. 

It  shows  a  deficit  of  126.69  on  October  1, 1893.  But  for  the  tact  that  the  board 
paid  by  patients,  and  the  receipts  from  the  sales  of  hospital  property  were 
(2,800.00  larger  than  the  average  amount  for  the  last  three  yeare,  this  deficit 
would  have  been  93,325.00.  And  this,  too,  notwithstanding  the  foct  that  we 
began  the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  |IO,000.00. 

The  average  annual  cost  of  support  for  tbe  last  four  years  has  been  $101,000.00. 
It  will,  in  all  probability,  be  as  large  for  the  year  I898-'99.  To  this  sum  man  be 
added,  tor  the  insurance  required  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  sum  of  $2,500.00, 
making  the  amonnl  required  for  1  he  year,  1103,500.00.  Therefore,  ae  by  putting 
tbe  receipts  from  pay-patienta  and  from  sales  at  tbeir  average  amount  for  tliree 
years  past,  and  adding  them  to  the  annnit;  of  $85,000.00,  we  shall  have  an  income 
of  only  $93,000.00  ;  we  may  expect  a  deficit  by  the  end  of  tbe  year  1898-'99  of 
810,500,00.  This  may  be  increaaed  by  a  rise  in  price*  of  suppHee,  and  wil' 
certainly  be  increased  by  an  addition  to  the  daily  average  of  patients  in  the 
hospital. 

Tbe  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  baa  been  J117.00,  the  lo«*rt 
In  the  history  of  the  hospital. 
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The  beftltb  of  the  houMhold  hu  coDtinned  ramftrkably  Rood  during  th«  jaar. 
ThewutU  have  been  Bwe  from  epidemic!  of  any  chsntcter.  Thia  is  doabtleH  due  to 
the  ezoelleot  sanitary  aad  byKienic  regolatjons  of  the  insUtntiaD,  irhioh  Me 
reqaired  to  be  strictly  obaerved. 

IMPROVEHENTS  AND  BEPAIRS. 

DKFICHXCT  or  VATKB  SDPPLT.     OOMPEHilD  AIK  FUKF. 

Owing  to  the  protracted  drought  prevailing  in  this  section  daring  the  last 
year,  cansinf;  a.  deficiency  of  water  in  the  springs  and  streams,  we  have  been 
greatly  embarrassed  by  an  insnfBcient  stipplj  of  water  fbr  the  pnrpoeee  of  the 
hospital,  and  have  had  to  resort  to  other  means  than  onr  own  springs  of  obtaining 
what  was  needed  for  the  health,  oomfort,  and  cleanliness  of  the  institution.  The 
city  could  not  famish  what  we  needed,  not  having  a  safflcient  supply  for  its  own 
needs.  It  therefore  became  necessary  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Mr.  D.  A. 
Kayser  to  supplement  oar  own  springs  by  the  water  flY>m  his  pavilion  spring,  at  a 
cost  of  tlO.OO  a  month. 

The  old  artesian  well,  which  ms  bored  during  the  ReacUuster  administration 
to  a  depth  of  700  feet  and  abandoned  as  impracticable  in  18S2,  was  again  taken 
up.  The  Superintendeot  and  the  steward  were  anthorised  by  the  board  to  put  it 
into  operation,  if  poMible,  by  having  tt  cleaned  oat,  and  the  accumulated  borings 
and  other  debna  removed.  This  was  done  with  some  difficulty,  at  an  expense  o' 
three  or  four  bnndred  dollars,  A  Downey  eteam  well  pump  with  400  feet  of  casing 
was  purchased,  and  we  are  now  pumping  an  average  of  25  to  30  gallons  of  water 
a  minute  into  our  reservoir. 

While  this  has  added  material! j  to  onr  water  supply,  it  is  not  equal  to  onr 
demands,  althongh  the  pump  has  been  running  day  and  ni)tht  for  five  or  six 
months.  The  great  increase  of  the  population,  together  with  the  increased 
amount  of  water  required  for  the  laundry,  cold  ston^te  and  refrigerating  plant, 
necessarily  increases  the  consnmptton  of  water. 

The  capacity  of  our  reservoir  is  140,000  gallons,  and  anless  there  is  an  over- 
flow of  water  from  our  springs,  the  pressure  is  not  sofQi^ient  to  force  water  into  it 
from  that  source.    Hence  it  is  necessary  to  resort  to  other  means  of  sapply. 

Fortunately  we  have  been  able  to  supplement  the  eopply  from  the  aiteeian 
well  by  opening  an  old  spring  In  the  south  end  of  the  hospital  grounds,  which  hsd 
been  closed  for  a  number  of  years.  Patients  were  put  to  work  cleaning  the  latter 
out,  and  soon  hbd  it  excavated  to  a  depth  of  four  and  a  half  feet,  fifteen  feet  long, 
and  nine  and  a  half  feet  wide.  A  substantial  and  neat  brick  boose  has  been  built 
over  this  sprinic.  We  have  also  built  near  it  a  brick  pamp-hoose  in  which  is 
placed  an  air  pump  that  forces  the  water  throngh  a  fonr-inch  cost  iron  pipe  1,740 
feet  to  the  reservoir,  with  an  elevation  of  134  feet.  The  force  that  worts  this 
pump  ia  compressed  i^r.  The  air  compressor  is  a  duplex  Clayton,  located  in  the 
engine  room  of  the  laundry.  The  ur  is  forced  down  through  a  two-inch  ur  line 
1,5S5  feet  to  the  pump  near  the  spring,  and  there  is  a  return  through  a  fbui^inch 
pipe  of  an  average  of  86  gallons  per  minnte  into  the  reservoir.  This  pomp, 
together  with  the  artesian  well,  furnishes  over  100  gallons  of  water  per  minute. 
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The  airoompTWBor  hu  ■  etetun  cylinder  seven  uid  a  btilt  inchee  in  diameter, 
nine-inch  etroke,  air  cylinder,  nine-inch  diameter,  with  nine-inch  stroke  ;  ^r  pree- 
«nrev  canted  on  oompreaaoi,  25  ponnda  ;  speed  of  compressor,  72  revclntiona  per 
mlnnte ;  tise  of  air  receiver,  three  feet  in  diameter,  six  feet  Ions  ;  tested  at  160 
pounds  of  ^r.  Siie  of  air  pump  at  spring — mi  cylinder,  ten-inch  diameter,  tweive- 
inch  stroke;  water  cylinder,  five-inch  diameter,  twelve-inch  stroke;  average 
fipeed  forty  stiokee  a  minate,  which  will  throw  S6  gallons  a  minnte,  or  5,200 
gallons  per  hoar  into  the  reservoir.  At  fidl  speed  of  the  pomp,  which  is  not 
generally  leqaired,  the  capacity  is  101  gallons  a  minate. 

The  compressor  is  a  beaatifnl  piece  of  machinery,  rectangolar  in  shape^  at 
one  end  of  which  are  two  steam  cyllndeiE,  and  at  the  other,  two  compressed  air 
cylinders.  It  is  automatic,  and  the  only  attention  required  is  oiling  and  cleaning. 
Should  the  preesnre  vary,  the  automatic  device  opens  or  closes  the  steam  tapi^y. 
«nd  thus  the  machine  regulates  iteelf. 

This  important  improvement  coat  (1,780.77. 

This  water-euppiy  problem  bos  been  a  very  difficult  one  to  solve.  With  sa 
institution  containing  a  popalation  of  over  a  thousand  people,  we  cannot  have  too 
macb  water  for  economic  and  sanitary  purpoeee.  The  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  within  the  last  tew  years  has,  of  course,  iucreased  the  demand 
for  water,  not  only  lor  bathing  purposes,  bnt  for  the  lanndry,  steam  boilers,  and 
other  departments.  I  am  free  to  confess  that  the  scarcity  of  water  during  the  last 
year  has  given  me  great  anxiety,  bnt  I  feel  now  very  much  enconimged  in  the 
hope  that  we  have  overcome  the  difficulties,  and  will  have  in  fijtnre  an  abundant 
fluppiy  fbr  all  purposes. 

The  porter's  lodge  has  been  completed,  and  is  an  attractive  building,  addii^ 
greatly  te  the  appearance  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  hospital  gronodH. 

The  usual  amonnt  of  painting  and  whitewashing,  and  other  minor  repalts 
incident  to  wear  and  tear  of  baildinK"  has  been  done.  We  have  completed  the 
painting  of  the  exterior  wood  work  of  all  the  buildings  of  the  inatitntion,  which 
was  sadly  needed,  adding  not  only  greatly  te  the  appearance,  but  te  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  buildings. 

OCCnpATIOXB   AMD   AVUaaVlNTB. 

Every  effort  has  been  made,  as  heretofore,  to  interest  the  patiente  in  ontnioor 
oxercise,  naefht  employments,  and  rational  amusements.  The  importance  of  these 
remedies  in  the  treatment  of  mental  disease  is  fhlly  realised.  The  females  have 
been  employed  in  the  usual  household  work  of  the  wards,  in  the  eewing-rooms, 
and  in  making  and  repuring  articles  of  wearing  apparel  and  bedding  need  by 
both  sexes.  The  males  have  found  useful  employment  on  ib«  fiurm,  on  the  fnmt 
grouods,  and  in  the  garden,  under  the  charge  of  r^nlar  oub-door  attendants. 

The  amusements,  both  in-door  and  oot-door,  continne  as  osnal.  Theattendance 
in  the  unusement  ball  at  the  regalar  weekly  dances  has  been  very  large  ;  special 
entertainmente  have  also  been  given  and  much  enjoyed.  Trolley-car  parties  at 
Highland  Park  have  been  a  source  of  infinite  enjoyment  to  the  patients,  beeidss 
mneic  and  games  of  many  kinds. 

The  library  is  a  great  place  of  resort  for  a  large  nomber  who  enjoy  readmg 
the  books,  papers,  and  magazines. 

Alternate  recreation  and  occupation  are  the  chief  means  we  rely  on  te  woo 
the  disordered  minds  of  our  patients  back  into  normal  channels.    This,  together 
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with  hygiene  ftnd  comfortable  BarroniidiDgB,  r^nUr  habits,  the  enforcement  of 
diicipline,  and  a  liberal  dietary,  works  a  marvelloas  cnntive  efiect  even  on 
apparently  the  most  hopeless  cases. 


With  feelings  of  deep  sorrow,  it  becomes  my  painfol  official  duty  to  announce 
the  death  of  Oaplain  Francis  B.  Berkeley,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
this  hospital,  which  occnrred  at  his  home  in  Btannton  on  the  5th  day  of 
October,  1898. 

He  became  a  meJiber  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1694.  He  was  &ithfQl  and 
conMcientions  in  the  discharge  of  his  dnties  for  the  beat  interests  of  the  nnforta- 
nate  insane  under  the  core  and  treatment  of  this  hospital,  never  &iling  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Execative  Committee,  and  often 
visiting  the  hospital  at  other  times,  manif^ting  the  deepeet  interest  in  the  affiiin 
of  the  institntion  until  his  health  broke  down. 

Captain  Berkeley  exemplified  the  highest  and  nobleet  traits  of  character.  In 
all  the  walks  of  life  he  embodied  the  elements  characteristic  of  the  Christian 
gentleman.  His  character  was  pure  and  unblemished,  and  his  faith  in  Qod  was 
eteadfiut  He  was  faithful  to  every  trust.  Hie  honesty,  liis  sincerity,  his  strong, 
good  sense,  his  simple  mode  of  life,  his  temperance,  his  loving  and  tender  home 
life,  attracted  to  him  hosts  of  friends,  who  loved  him  for  hie  worth  and  honorable 
manly  ttaite. 

In  all  bis  habits  he  was  thoroughly  exemplary,  having  no  apparent  vices,  and 
in  this  particular  was  an  example  to  all  men. 

In  every  good  cause  he  was  brave,  fearless,  and  aggtessive—unusaally  fo.  His 
military  record  wae  one  of  the  best  made  by  any  soldier  of  the  Confederate  army. 
He  was  decided  in  his  opinions,  had  the  couraie  of  bis  convictions,  and  was  at 
all  times  willing  and  able,  soundly  to  maintain  them. 

In  hie  death  tbis  community,  and  ttie  State  also,  sustains  a  loss  which  will 
long  be  felt,  and  not  easily  repaired.    "After  life's  fitful  fever,  he  sleeps  well."

And  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Ezecntive  Committee, 
I  mnet  exprese  my  grateful  appreciation  of  your  pn^eeworthy  efforts  in  sastaining 
my  authority  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  and  for  your  considerate  counsel  and  aid 
in  eettiingmany  perplexing  problems  and  difficulties  which  have  presented  them- 
selves dnrinit  the  year. 

During  the  nine  yeara  of  my  Incnmbency  in  office  as  the  chief  officer  of  this 
hospital,  our  buildings  and  equipment  have  largely  increased  to  meet  the  urgent 
demand  for  the  accoiomodation  of  the  applicants  for  admission,  and  the  popula- 
tion during  this  time  has  increased  more  than  one  third.  I  sincerely  trnst  that 
my  adminiatralion  of  affaire  has  met  the  approval  of  your  Board,  of  the  State, 
and  of  the  people  whose  humble  servant  I  am  ;  and  if  I  have  been  inatramental 
in  brightening  the  lives  acid  easing  the  burdens  of  the  poor  unfortunate  insane  of 
onr  State  placed  nuder  my  charge,  I  shall  feel  more  than  repaid  for  the  days,  weeksi 
months,  and  years  of  anxious  responsibility  which  it  cost  me. 

We  have  great  canse  for  ciingratulation  and  jiratitude  that  the  year  has  passed 
attended  with  so  much  euccess ;  anil  as  we  enter  upon  the  threshold  of  another 
year,  we  hnmbly  commit  this  hospital  to  the  guidance  and  care  of  an  all-wise 
Providence,  with  the  hope  that  much  comfort  may  come  to  those  who  may 
l)ecome  its  inmates.

But  when  we  consider  the  size  of  the  extensive  plant  In  each  of  them, 
and  the  large  coet  of  tbe  necenarj  material  and  labor,  and  then  examine  tbe 
amount  chained  to  each,  it  ia  clear  that  tbe  latter  is  small  enongh  to  show  that 
there  has  been  rifcid  economy  in  tbe  expenditure  of  money,  and  honea^. 
eCBdency,  and  &ithfkilneM,  on  tbe  part  of  thoee  who  have  been  entnuted  with, 
the  material  and  have  done  the  work,

EASTERN  STATE  HOTPITAL, 

October  14,  1898. 
lo  Ihe  Board  of  Dtredort.- 

Gextlkmbh  : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  your  consicleratioii,  the  report  of 
the  Eastern  8t»te  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  endiog  the  30th  day  of  8epl«mber, 
1398— the  one  hundred  and  twenty-fifth  year  since  the  foandation  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

There  were  pre«ent  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy  males 
and  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  females,  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
aeven.  Admitted  daring  the  year  siity-two  males  and  thirty-two  females,  a  total 
of  ninety- four  admissioiiB,  giving  total  number  of  patients  treated,  three  hondred 
and  thirty-two  males,  and  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  females  or  six  hundred 
and  thirty  one.  During  the  year  thirty  males  and  twenty-three  females  were  dis- 
charged. The  number  of  deaths  were  thirty-four  males  and  nineteen  females,  a 
total  of  fifty-three. 

There  remain  in  the  hospital  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  males  and  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  femalef>,  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

On  the  first  of  September  there  were  on  our  records  five  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  patientA,  hut  the  dischaqie  of  patients  durii^  the  later  month,  including  a 
number  of  furlonghe<l  patients,  reduced  our  total  to  five  hundred  and  twenty-five. 
There  were  one  hundred  and  fiAjr-five  applications  for  admissions  to  this  hospital 
during  the  year ;  of  these  we  were  able  to  take  ninety-four,  leaving  sixty-one  un- 
cared  for  ;  in  the  other  white  State  hospitals  there  were  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
patients  rejected  ;  deducting  the  number  of  names  duplicated  on  these  lists — fifty- 
one — we  have  in  the  State  at  large,  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  white  patients 
who  were  unable  to  find  accommodations  in  the  whit«  State  hospitals.  I  regret 
to  have  to  report  this  large  number,  but  it  was  due  to  the  failure  of  the  last 
General  Assembly  to  make  any  provisions  for  additional  patients. 

The  infirmary  has  given  great  satisfaction  in  enabling  the  medical  corps  to  give 
proper  attention  to  the  sick,  and  although  the  mortality  was  unusually  lai^,  it 
was  caused  by  the  death  of  very  old  patients,  one  of  whom  had  resided  here  for 
fifty-five  years,  died,  aged  ninety-fonr,  and  another,  a  resident  for  fifty  years,  died 
at  a  registered  age  of  one  hundred  years. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  need  for  an  additional  lOO-horse  power 
boiler  which  is  required,  as  in  very  cold  weather,  owing  to  the  increased  size  of 
this  hospital,  it  is  not  possible  to  heat  the  buildings  properly,  and  any  repairs  to 
either  of  the  three  boilers  will  cause  actual  suffering. 

We  have  had  considerable  trouble  with  our  sewerage  system  during  the  sum- 
mer, bat  this  has  now  been  remedied  and  I  do  not  anticipate  any  further  trouble 
in  the  future.

ACX  HOWliBDOMBHTS. 

It  ie  a  Bonrce  of  congratulation  that  oar  financce  continue  in  a  good  condition,  in 
epite  of  the  reduction  made  by  the  lart  General  Aseembty  ;  this,  however,  i*  dw 
to  the  ^t  that  we  were  fortunate  in  collecting  outstanding  debts  due  by  pay 
patjente  for  a  number  of  years,  amounting  to  (2,780.15,  or  over  fonr  hundred  dol- 
lare  more  than  the  balance  to  our  credit  at  the  end  of  the  flacal  year.  I  woald 
call  your  att«ntion  to  the  fact  that  this  year's  Snancial  statement  includea  thirteen 
months,  aa  we  have  made  an  effort  to  conform  to  the  custom  of  the  other  State 
liospilals,  to  inciude  the  expenditures  of  the  month  of  September  in  our  state-

Sir: 
Oq  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Directon  of  the  Central  State  Hoepltal,  I  here- 
with reepectfnlly  Bubmit  the  report  of  the  iitstitutioD,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
October  1, 1897,  and  ending  September  30,  1898. 

In  the  report  and  accompanying  etatietics,  presented  by  the  Supetintendent, 
Dr.  William  F,  Drewry,  will  be  found  a  complete  reenme  of  the  operationi  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year. 

The  financial  status  of  the  institution  is  excellent.  The  statement  sabmitted 
by  the  Saperintendent  evinces  the  fiict  that  the  Btricteet  economy  hu  been  pne- 
ticed.  Notwithstanding  the  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  the  small  sam  of  190.2^ 
the  annual  approprifttion  of  {75,000.00  was  insafBcient  to  enable  us  to  receive  and 
care  for  all  the  patients  for  whom  application  was  made.  Your  special  attention  i! 
called  to  the  Saperintendent' s  remarks  regarding '  'applications  for  admuaioug,  &c' 
It  is  clearly  shown  that  not  only  from  a  humane  consideration,  but  from  anecono* 
mical  point  of  view  the  Cieneral  Assembly  erred  in  not  appropriating  a  suffidest 
amount  to  support  and  care  for  in  this  Hospital  all  the  colored  insane  of  the  Slate. 
We  at«  in  accord  with  the  Saperintendent  in  all  the  soggeetions  he  makes  in 
his  report.

GBNTUtMm  : 

In  compluuice  with  the  reqaiiamenta  of  yoar  hODOrable  body,  I  luve  the 
honor  of  Babmitttng  for  yonr  oonaideration  the  twenty-eighth  (28tb)uinnBl  report 
of  the  Superintendeat,  tc^ther  with  the  uenal  statiBtical  tablee, 

AltboQgh  a  limit«<l  income  has  made  the  question  of  maintenance  para- 
moant,  the  year  has  been  a  Ikirlj  aacoemfnl  one  in  the  general  adminiRtiatfon  of 
the  institution  and  in  the  humane  care  of  those  ander  our  charge,  afflicted  with 
the  graveet  of  human  maladies. 


The  number  of  patlente  in  the  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  Bscal  year, 
October  1,  1897,  was  849—416  men  and  434  women.  We  cioae  the  year  with  415 
men  and  444  women,  a  total  of  859 — ten  more  than  we  had  at  the  end  of  the  Uet 
fiscal  year.  During  the  year,  168—84  men  and  84  women— were  received  from 
69  diOerent  coontiee  and  cities.  There  were,  therefore,  1,017  patients  nnder  treat- 
ment, 499  of  whom  were  men,  and  518  women — 55  less  than  the  previons  year. 
The  daily  average  number  actually  in  the  hospital  was  S52.63,  an  increase  of  13,18 
over  the  previous  year.  Of  the  84  men  received,  16  were  discharged  as  recovered, 
4  improved,  1  was  not  insane,  and  seven  (7)  died.  Fifty-six  (56)  remain  in  tbe 
hospital,  nineteen  (19)  of  whom  are  unimproved  )  twenty-four  (24)  improved,  and 
thirteen  (13)  convalescent.  Of  the  64  women  admitted,  13  were  released  as  re- 
covered, 1  improved,  and  five  died.  Sixty-five  are  still  here,  27  of  whom  are  un- 
improved, 28  improved,  and  10  convalescent 


Thirty-six  (36]  males  and  twenty-five  (25)  females— a  total  of  61  were  dis- 
charged as  completely  restored  to  sanity ;  II  men  and  IS  women — a  total  of  33 
improved  sufficiently  to  no  longer  require  hospital  care  and  treatment ;  one  man 
was  not  insane  on  admission,  so  Was  promptly  returned  to  hie  home.  The  recovery 
rate  on  the  whole  number  treated  was  6  per  cent  This  small  rate  is  attributed, 
in  a  great  measure,  to  the  &ct  that  so  many  chronic,  incurable  cases  have  accumu- 
lated. The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  the  number  of  admissions  for  tbe  year 
was  36.3.  In  respect  to  the  1^  at  time  insanity  b^^n  in  those  who  recovered 
55,  or  90  per  cent.,  were  ander  SO,  while  only  6,  or  10  per  cent.,  had  passed  that 
age. 

HOBTALirr. 

Seventy-three  patients— 36  men  and  37  women,  died  during  the  year.  An 
analysis  of  our  mortuary  statistics  evinces  these  interesting  UcU  :  that  6  patients 
were,  at  Ume  of  death,  over  80 ;  6tetween  70  and  80, 13  between  60  and  70, 12 
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between  50  and  60,  and  3S  leas  than  50  years  old  ;  tbftt  fl,  beiDg  In  such  broken-down 
phf  steal  condition,  died  daring  the  flrat  month  of  residenue  in  faoepilaI~2  of 
these  died  within  a  few  hours  after  admiBsion  ;  that  in  54  cases  death  wu  caoMd 
bf  some  form  of  disease  connected  with  the  brain  or  general  nervoiiB  ajitem, 
phthisis,  heart'disease,  senility,  or  other  incnrable  diseases.  In  oa\j  4  per  cent, 
was  death  due  to  consumption,  while  18  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  dnring  the  pic- 
TiouB  year,  was  attributed  to  that  fearful  destroyer  of  human  life.  It  was  «ilb 
deep  regret  that  we  bad  to  record  2  deaths  due  to  violence.  In  one  instance  the 
fatal  blow  was  dealt  by  an  insane  convict,  having  homicidal  impulses.  The 
instrument  used  was  an  iron  bncket.  In  the  otber  case,  one  dement,  without 
any  malice  whatever,  struck  another  over  the  head  with  a  ecmbbing  mop.  In 
each  case  e^tenaive  fracture  of  the  skull  and  exceeaive  hemorrhage  in  the  brun 
produced  death  in  a  very  short  time.  In  both  inatancee,  thorough  inveetisations 
were  promptly  made  by  a  coroner's  jury.  The  officers  and  employees  were 
entirely  exonerated  from  blame.  Such  caeea  will  occasionally  happen  in  a  hospi- 
tal for  the  insane,  deepite  the  constant  precautions  taken  to  prevent  them.  You 
observe  the  rate  of  mortality  is  7.1  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of  patients 
treated,  which  is  low  for  an  institution  of  this  character.  It  is  a  recognited  foct, 
that  even  under  the  moat  &vorable  conditions,  the  death  rate  of  negroes  is  osoaUy 
about  double  that  of  whites.  The  general  health  of  the  boepitat  has  been 
remarkably  fiood,  better  than  it  bad  ever  been,  due  probably  to  the  improved 
sanitary  conditions  mentioned  In  my  last  report,  to  better  claasiflcations,  and 
more  v^ant  care  and  personal  attention  given  the  patiente. 

BTATiamCAL. 

The  Etatietical  tables  appended  were  compiled  by  the  Assistant  Phystdans, 
Drs.  Stvll,  Garlick  and  Henderson,  with  extraordinary  care  and  exactness.  The 
information  they  contain  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  students  of  social  science. 
Owing  to  efforts  on  the  part  of  this  institution  and  two  of  the  others  to  have 
uniformity  in  the  make-up  of  our  annual  reports,  the  statistical  tables  adopted 
this  year  are  somewhat  different  from  those  heretofore  used.  The  next  anntial 
reports  will,  I  hope,  be  made  oat  with  perfect  uniformity  in  every  respect.  If 
each  hospital  woold  make  its  financial  statements,  reports  of  Industrial  Depart- 
ments, statistical  tables,  and  give  other  information  looked  fbr  in  an  annnal  report, 
in  accordance  with  some  regular  plan  adopted  by  all  fbur  of  the  State  Hoepitale, 
comparisons  would  be  easy  and  of  value.  As  it  ir,  these  reports  are  made  out  m 
difierently,  the  one  fVom  the  otber,  that  comparison,  compilation,  etc.,  are  im- 
possible. We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  adopt  the  tables  suggested  by  the  Ameri- 
can Hedico-Psycbological  Association. 

APPUCATtON  FOR  ADMraaioN. 

In  my  last  annual  report  it  was  my  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  on  the  SOtli 
of  September.  ]8fl7,  there  was  not  a  single  legally  committed  insane  negit>  in  the 
fltate  outside  of  this  hospital.  That  was  a  fact  to  he  proud  of.  I  regrvt  to  havf 
to  report  to-day,  that  there  are  fid  insane  negroes  scattered  in  38  diffecent  eoantipr 
and  cities  of  this  Commonwealth.  Forty  of  these  are  confined  in  jail.  Until 
February  all  applicants  for  admission  were  promptly  received  into  the  hospital. 
We  asked  the  Legislature  for  an  annnal  appropriation  of  $86,000  00,  but  believing 
that  too  lai^  a  sum  to  be  expended  in  the  support,  care  and  medical  treatment 
in  this  hospital,  of  all  the  insane  negroes  of  the  Slate,  and  the  keeping  in  repair 
the   large  and  valuable  property    bere,  only  $75,000-0i)  was    allowed,    which 
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unonnt,  in  spite  of  th«  moat  riffict  economy,  was  inadeqaate  to  provide  for 
more  than  a  daily  aTerafie  nnmber  of  852  patients.  Applications  were  received 
aeekinit  admission  for  274  patients  as  against  281  for  the  pnvioas  year.  Of  these 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (lOB)  were  admitted,  16  died  in  jail  and  36  were 
released  as  "cared."  It  has  been  a  matter  of  almost  daily  occurrence  for  as  to 
receive  letters  appealing  to  db  in  behalf  of  some  poor  insane  creature  locked  Dp  in 
Jail.  In  many  inataaces  patients  were  brought  here  from  the  jails,  balf-naked, 
ill-fed,  and  otherwise  apparently  so  neglected  as  to  make  the  inference  a  fair  one, 
that  the  average  jail  in  Virginia  is  a  discredit  to  any  enlirhtened  community — in 
short,  the  insane  seem  to  be  treated  there  as  "lunatics"  were  a  centary  ago. 
What  a  sod  commentary  upon  oor  boasted  progress  In  an  important  branch  of 
social  science  !  To  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  cries  for  help  coming  from  those  neg- 
lected a&fortonates,  as  we  were  compelled  to  do,  has  been  the  most  painful  duty 
we  have  had  to  perform  in  connection  with  onr  official  position. 

From  an  economical  point  of  view,  and  that  is  a  matter  in  which  every  tax- 
payer in  the  8tat«  is  interested,  note  this  comparison ;  In  this  institution  we 
support  a  patient,  that  is,  clothes,  fsed,  nnrse,  and  give  him  medical  attention, 
Sco.,  Ac,  for  the  small  sum  of  25  cents,  or  a  fraction  less,  a  day,  or  17.62  a 
month,  while  to  keep  him  in  jail  costs  SO  a  day  or  $15.00  a  month  for  board  alone, 
and  the  jailor  is  permitted  to  expend  $30.00  a  year  for  clothing  for  each  insane  per- 
son, and  the  physician  is  paid  76  cents  or  more  for  each  professional  virit— (Bnrely 
no  respectable  physician  could  be  expected  to  make  a  visit  for  leae.)  Hence  to 
maintain  a  patient  in  this  institution  costs  less  than  half  what  it  doss  in  jail. 
Think  of  it !  For  the  past  six  months  an  average  of  about  60  insane  negroes 
have  been  supported  in  Die  jails  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  not  lesa  than  $6,350.00. 
The  same  number  of  patients  can  be,  indeed  are,  cared  for  in  this  hospital  for  that 
length  of  time  for  $2,280.00,  a  difference  of  more  than  $4,000.00.  Tbeee  are  facta 
worth  the  attention  of  our  Legislative  fi-iends. 


Ninety  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  capita  per  year  was  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  maintenance,  which  covered  the  expense  of  board,  clothing,  bedding, 
fQel,  lights,  medicines,  transportation,  salaries,  and  wasee  of  all  officers  and 
employees,  and  also  for  keeping  up  ordinary  repairs  and  making  minor  improve- 
ments here  and  there.  These  are  figures  which  must  startle  the  hospital  man ; 
and  also  convince  the  Legislatare  that  every  dollar  appropriated  to  this  institution 
for  the  year  was  expended  in  the  most  economical  way  possible,  that  in  the  conduct 
of  financial  matters  and  in  the  admintatration  of  the  afiairsof  the  entire  establish- 
ment in  each  and  every  department,  the  greatest  economy  and  the  strictest  busi- 
ness principles  prevailed.  While  most  of  the  snpplies  were  bought  under  contracts 
^ven  on  competitive  bids,  many  purchasee  were  judiciously  made  by  our 
Steward,  Captain  H.  K  Bland.  From  the  condensed  financial  staWment  which 
was  carefiilly  and  accurately  made  by  onr  Clerk,  Mr.  J.  E.  Graves,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $77,117.38,  and  the  total  disbnrsemenls 
araonnted  to  $7B,)).^i7.74,  thus  leaving  a  balance  of  $1.59.04.  No  small  share  of 
credit  for  this  financial  exhibit  is  due  the  vigilance  of  your  Executive  Commitlee, 
which  is  composed  of  pracUcal  business  men. 


While  ina  report  of  this  character  it  is  not  proper  to  give  an  extended  account 
of  the  medical  work  done,  I  deem  it  due  onr  medical  friends  that  something  be 
said  of  o<tr  methods  of  treating  our  patients  .    Only  a  very  brief  outline  can 
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be  given,  for  tbe  scientific  treatment  of  the  insane  embmcea  the  whole  field  of 
Pathology  and  Therapentica.  Viewing  insanity  as  the  dieordered  menial  rnaniin- 
tation  conaeqnent  npon  some  morbid  physical  condition,  we  fblly  reo^iniie  ttie 
neceeaity  of  a  tborongh  examination  of  each  patient  as  soon  m  received,  and  then 
applying  whatever  treatment  seems  beet  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  eub. 
Though  we  do  not  uee  an  elaborate  system  of  ward  charts  and  medical  recoidi,  a 
complete  history  ia  kept  of  each  patient  by  the  pbysidan  in  immediate  cha^  of 
the  case.  For  the  first  three  weeks  of  residence  in  the  hospital  an  acenrate  daily 
record  is  kept  of  the  pulse,  respiration,  temperature,  mental  and  pbyrical 
eymptome,  the  diet— which  is  given  frequently  and  in  abundance—the  boon  of 
sleep,  etc.  After  three  weeks  all  important  fiuts  bearing  on  tbe  case  are  recorded. 
Besides  employing  the  usual  remedies  univeTsally  recognized  by  the  best  anthori- 
tiee  aa  being  effl(«cious  in  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  we  have  made  some 
interesting  original  observations. 

In  all  cases  tbe  so-called  "snpporting  treatment"  combined  with  moral 
treatment,  occupies  a  projiinent,  in  fiict  the  most  prominent  place.  Suitable  food 
and  in  sufficient  quantity,  rest— which  is  very  important  in  a  large  nnmber  of 
caeee— pare,  fl'eeh  air,  exercise,  diversion,  manual  tabor,  hind  and  gentle  Dnising, 
are  what  we  rely  upon  mostly  in  treating  a  majority  of  patients.  Our  operat- 
ing room,  mention  of  whicb  was  made  in  my  last  report,  has  been  completed  and 
very  well  equipped  with  necessary  surgical  instruments.  Bo  now  the  sorgical 
treatment  of  our  patients  is  done  under  decidedly  more  advantageoos  condilions 
than  formerly.    This  is  a  great  improvement  to  our  medical  department 

Notwithstanding  the  ratio  of  attendants  (total  nnmber  employed)  to  patients 
is  only  1  to  16,  not  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  onr  patients  have  been  subjected 
to  mechanical  restraints  of  any  kind.  If  we  bad  a  sufficient  nnmber  of  nnnes, 
medical  restraint  of  anv  description  would  be  absolutely  prohibited.  Our  nnrsii^ 
force  is  entirely  too  small. 

In  the  claasiflcation  of  patients  we  endeavor  to  have  separate  wards  for  the 
acute,  the  chronic,  the  invalid,  the  epileptic,  the  convalescent,  etc. 

While  it  is  onr  aim  and  desire  to  treat  our  patients  according  to  the  latest 
approved  methods,  we  frequently  fall  short,  for  the  simple  reason  that  this  hospita' 
is  not  provided  with  all  tbe  requirements  and  means  for  treating  the  insane  to  be 
found  in  the  really  modern  hospital.    We  hope  for  better  things. 

From  the  drug  deparbnent,  conducted  most  of  tbe  year  by  onr  pharmacist,  Mr. 
B.  L.  Hume,  we  get  a  most  satisfiictory  report  This  department  oontjones  to  be 
almost  invaluable  to  the  institution. 

PATHOLOGICAL. 

If  WB  would  accomplish  tbe  beet  results  in  the  treatment  of  mental  diseasei, 
the  diagnosis  must  first  be  established  upon  a  bssia  of  scientific  research  and  exact 
pathology.  The  advantage  which  a  patholo^c&l  laboratory  offers  in  increasing 
OUT  knowledge  of  insanity  and  thereby  leading  to  more  anccessful  treatment  can 
not  be  gainsaid,  for  it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  at  a  nnmber  of  other  institn- 
tions.  Aa  I  said  in  my  last  annual  report,  no  well-equipped  inatitution  can  be 
without  this  essential  feature.  Believing  that  the  amallneea  of  the  annual  appra- 
priationa  allowed  by  the  last  Legislature  would  not  permit  of  the  eatablishmenl, 
at  this  time,  of  a  latMratory  at  thte  or  any  other  hoapital,  I  would  snggest  that 
ariangementa  be  made  with  one  of  the  medical  schoola  of  the  State,  where  tbe 
neceaeary  appliances  and  the  persons  possesaing  tbe  reqninte  skill  and  techniqu 
are  available. 
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The  abandant  material,  ante-mortem  oTid  poit-mortem,  which  could  be  collected 
from  oar  State  Hospitals  wonld  be  iatereetiDg  and  inBtractive.  These  exceptional 
opporttmities  offered  for  ecieaUflc  reeearch  shoold  do  longer  remain  unimproved. 
It  is  a  duty  we  owe  ouraelvea,  the  patients,  the  profeesionand  the  pablic  generally, 
that  we  atUiie  every  poesible  means  to  enlarge  oar  knowledge  of  the  diaeaeed 
conditions  producing  ineanity.  I  have  aaked  the  other  enperintendenta  to  oo- 
operate  in  this  effort  to  accomplish  a  much  needed  and  long  n^lected  improve- 
ment in  the  medical  work  of  onr  inetitntiona.  The  expense  to  each  hoepital 
wonld  not  exceed  $126  per  year.  Snrely  it  ie  time  that  more  and  better  original 
work  wae  being  done  in  our  Btate  Hoepitala.  Will  not  this  hoepital  take  the 
initiative  step  at  once  along  thie  progreeeive  line?  Before,  however,  the  work 
Bi^geated  above  could  be  prosecuted,  so  far  as  this  institution  is  concerned,  a  new 
morgne  would  have  to  be  constructed  and  fitted  up  with  the  necessary  appliances. 
Nothing  is  more  needed  here  than  a  properly  equipped  place  where  poit-inortemg 
could  be  held. 


The  introduction,  a  few  years  ago,  of  organised  schools  for  the  special  train- 
ing of  persons — men  and  women — as  nnrsee  for  the  insane,  marked  the  beginning 
of  another  great  revolution  in  the  humane  care  of  the  insane.  So  important  is 
trained  nursing  regarded  in  some  States,  New  York  for  instance,  that  the  Statute 
requires  that  the  superintendent  of  each  State  Hospital  shall  "establish  and 
supervise  a  training  school  (or  attendants  and  nurses,  under  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  hOBpital."  Dr.  Edward  Cowlea,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  alienists  in 
America,  closes  a  most  valuable  article  on  the  "Progress  in  the  care  and  treatment  of 
the  insone  during  the  hall  centory,"  C1844-'M),  in  these  words ;  "Progress  in  our 
special  work  has  been  retarded,  and  in  some  vital  particulars  made  impossible, 
through  the  lack  of  intelligent  and  fluthfnl  attendance.  Now  it  is  the  nnrses  of 
a  new  order  in  our  hospitals  that  make  possible  the  new  and  better  modee  of 
treatment.  We  are  stimulated  to  apply  these  better  methods  by  having  the  means 
for  applying  them.  This  movement  is  filled  with  the  largest  promise  of  good  to 
come  by  the  multiplied  power  and  inepiration  it  brings  to  the  phyrician  and 
nurse ;  and  it  is  big  with  blessings  to  the  uck  in  mind  who,  even  in  their  weak- 
nees,  may  know  and  be  up-lifted  by  the  intelligent  and  sympathetic  interest  of 
those  in  whose  core  tbey  are." 

For  obvious  reasons,  the  establishment  of  a  training  'school  at  this  hospital 
will  have  to  be  done  in  the  face  of  almost  insurmountable  obstacles,  yet  pre- 
liminary steps  have  already  been  taken  looking  to  ita  accomplishment.  Already 
most  of  the  attendante  have  been  taught  to  observe  symptoms,  keep  ward-charta 
and  do  many  other  things  essential  to  good  nursing.  In  the  near  future  systematic 
instruction  will  be  given  them  by  the  medical  staff.  This  work  will  be  made  part 
of  the  regnlar  routine  of  administration. 

8KFL0THBNT   ARD    AHnSBKBHTS. 

In  the  wonderful  prepress  made  in  recent  years  in  the  care  of  the  insane, 
well  directed  diversiona  have  constituted  a  most  important  &ctor.  We  try  to 
make  employment  of  the  patients  a  leading  feature  in  our  management.  While 
we  are  somewhat  handicapped  on  account  of  a  lack  of  &cilities  in  the  way  of 
industrial  shops  and  the  like,  the  year  has  been  one  of  great  activity  about  the 
fium,  in  the  wards,  at  the  laundry,  in  the  sewing-room,  ete.,  and  at  the  different 
industries  established  here  on  a  small  scale.    The  increased  happiness  and  the 
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great  ImproTement  in  the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  patients,  reealting 
from  occupation  cannot  be  too  often  referred  |to.  I  ask  jonr  attention  to  the 
reports  of  the  varioas  indaBtrial  departnMnta  and  to  statiiticsl  table.  No.  22> 
which  will  give  jon  an  approximate  idea  of  the  various  kinde  of  employment 
and  the  namber  of  patJents  employed  during  the  year.  At  least  75  per  cent-  of 
the  inmates  are  engaged  part  of  each  day  in  doing  some  kind  of  iKbor,  BeeidM 
being  of  great  benefit  to  the  patients  themselves,  the  work  they  do  contribotcs 
very  materially  in  lessening  the  current  ezpensea  of  the  institution.  A  lack  of 
means  has  as  heretofore  prevented  our  providing  for  onr  inmates,  recreation  and 
amusement,  save  of  the  most  meagre  kind.  No  well  informed  person  would  con- 
tend for  a  minute  that  amusements  are  not  of  special  imporlAnce  and  value  in  the 
treatment  of  insane  people. 

Daring  the  year  we  organized  a  brass  band  composed  of  attendants  and 
patients.  A  very  creditable  choir,  consisting  of  the  matron,  Mai^ret  Boiling, 
who  always  has  the  wel&re  of  the  inmates  at  heart,  and  several  employees  and 
patients,  was  also  organized.  To  the  members  of  the  band  and  choir,  who  have 
contribnted  so  materially  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  patients  as  well  as  others  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,!  desire  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation.  A 
piece  of  wood  near  the  ice-honae  has  been  converted  into  a  pretty  park,  to  which 
a  number  of  patients  are  taken  almost  every  day,  where  they  epjoy  several 
pleasant  honrs  in  the  pure,  open  fresh  air.  Water  and  necessary  sanitary  arrange' 
ments  are  convenient. 


Though  we  have  no  paid  minister,  services  have  been  held  in  the  chapel 
everySnndayafternoon,  which  were  generally  conducted  by  somecolored  prsscher 
from  the  city  or  the  vicinity.  These  ministers  have  our  most  sincere  thanks  for 
their  gratuitous  services,  which  have  been  a  source  of  comfort  and  enjoyment  to 
a  large  number  of  our  inmates.  A  Christian  burial  is  invariably  given  the 
remains  of  those  who  die  at  the  institnllon.  One  of  our  r^ular  employees  being 
a  minister,  performs  the  appropriate  rites. 


The  farm  continues  to  be  an  important  featnre  of  onr  system,  both  from  an 
economical  standpoint  and  by  way  of  furnishing  employment  for  a  largo  nnmber 
of  patients.  Not  only  men  are  engaged  m  this  healthful  outdoor  diveraions,  hot 
many  women  also  go  out  almost  daily,  when  the  weather  is  favorable,  to  gather 
and  prepare  vegetables,  much  to  their  enjoyment  and  benefit  Our  fermer,  Mr. 
P.  J,  Trice,  presents  a  most  creditable  report  of  the  operations  of  this  depart- 
ment With  the  exception  of  tomatoes,  our  crops  were  more  abundant  than  they 
hod  been  for  many  yearn.  Vegetables  of  every  description  and  of  good  qaality 
were  provided  in  sufficient  quantity  for  our  tables  through  almost  the  entire 
spring,  summer  and  lall.  Daring  the  winter  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ice  was 
gathered  from  onr  ponds  and  housed  to  supply  our  needs  till  July.  Enough  rye- 
straw  was  made  lo  meet  all  oar  demands  in  the  way  of  mattresses. 

Though  our  herd  of  cattle  is  small,  by  close  attention  sufficient  qnantity  of 
milk  was  provided  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  sick  and  those  under  spedal  dietetic 
treatment,  the  recent  cases  particularly. 

The  farm  sod  cf^rden  products  consumed  at  the  hospital,  estimated  according 
to  current  prices,  were  valued  at  $4,780.44.  From  the  sales  of  hogs,  cklvn.  etc.. 
S702.82  was  realized.    This  amount  was  placed  in  hank  to  the  credit  of  the  boepi- 
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tol.  Add  1^9.38,  the  estimated  value  of  the  team  in  haoling  coo)  and  other 
Bappliee,  and  the  total  "products"  of  the  farm  will  aggregate  S8,S85.69.  The  totAl 
amount  expended  in  oonducting  the  &rm  and  garden  was  $3,180.03. 

Many  improrementB  were  made  abont  the  &rm  and  lawns,  &c.  Blind  ditch- 
ing, reclaiming  seveml  acres  of  marnh  and  other  land  heretofore  oncnltiTated, 
converting  old  "Fort  Whitworth"  inUi  a  cemetery,  which  ia  now  qaite  a  pretty 
spot ;  enlarging  and  beaatifying  the  lawn  conetituted  the  chief  imjirovement 

The  total  area  of  land  owned  by  the  hospital  ia  nearly  300  acree,  aboat  225  of 
Thich  are  available  for  farming  and  gardening.. 


9    AND   BBP&IBS. 

Under  the  immediate  HuperviHion  of  our  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  B.  W.  Slocom. 
and  oar  Assistant  Engineer,  Mr.  B.  C.  Roberts,  many  minor  improvements  and 
tep^rs,  too  numerous  to  mention,  were  made  in  the  steam,  water,  and  plumbing 
and  other  departments.  A  good  deal  of  painting  and  repairing  of  plastering  was 
done.  A  glanceat  tbecarpenter's  report  will  show  that  this  employee  has  not  been 
idle.  Practically,  all  the  work  in  the  way  of  repairs  and  improvements  was  done  by 
onr  regnlatemt^oyees.  Not  as  much  as  $100.00  was  paid  to  day  laborers  during  the 
entireyear.  Twothousand  and Sfly-four  dollars  and sixty-eix  cents  were  expended 
for  material  used  in  the  varioae  improvements  and  repairs.  During  the  past  two 
years  we  have  devised  and  put  into  operation  a  system  of  records  and  reporia,  m 
essential  to  the  systematic  and  efficient  administrationof  a  large  hospital.  Regular 
reports,  most  of  which  are  fltled  out  on  prescribed  blanks,  are  made  daily  by  each 
officer,  supervisor,  and  each  attendant  in  charge  of  a  ward,  showing  in  detail  the 
condition  of  each  and  every  department  of  the  hospital,  the  patients,  etc.  Every 
article  brought  to  or  used  or  destroyed  at  the  hospital,  is  strictly  accounted  for  in 
daily  written  reports,  thereby  preventing  carelessness  and  extravagance,  which  are 
eoapt  to  creep  in  an  institntion  of  this  character. 

FIBB  PBOTBCriOM. 

In  the  way  of  fire  protection  we  have  made  on  improvement  which  has  been 
long  needed,  mention  of  which  was  made  in  my  last  report  A  sixty-gallon  Hol- 
loway  Chemical  engine  and  three  hundred  feet  of  rubber  hose  were  purchased. 
We  have  had  a  liberal  supply  of  "fire  bDckets,"  which  are  always  kept  fiill  of 
water,  put  at  a  convenient  place  in  each  ward,  ready  lo  be  used  in  case  of  fire. 
We  shall  very  soon  have  our  '''Fire  Brigade"  well  organized  and  drilled  ready 
for  any  ordinary  emergency. 


To  enumerate  in  detail  the  improvements  which,  in  my  judgment,  ebonld  be 
made  at  this  institution,  would  constitnte  in  itself  a  lengthy  report.  Further- 
more, before  such  improvements  could  be  accomplished,  the  Legislature  would 
have  to  be  more  liberal  in  making  appropriations.  The  recommendations, 
though  they  were  of  great  importance  to  this  institution  and  to  the  unfortunate 
iusanennder  our  core,  made  to  the  last  L^islature,  were  entirely  ignored.  Bec(^- 
niiing  the  fact  that  our  present  appropriation  is  barely  adequate  to  meet  the 
ordinary  cnrteut  expenses  for  the  support  of  the  institution  with  its  present  num- 
ber of  inmates,  I  defer  recommendations  for  improvements  till  my  next  annual 
report,  shotild  it  be  my  forttme  to  continue  in  charge  of  the  institution. 

OONCLUSIOH. 

To  the  officers  who  are  associated  with  me  in  the  mani^pment  of  the  hospitel, 
I  vista  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  fbr  their  co-operation  and 
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aaBtstance.  They  have  contribntod,  in  a  verj*  great  meuare,  to  whatever  encccn 
has  been  attained  in  the  management  of  the  InBtitation.  Mach  to  my  gratifica- 
tion. Dr.  Barksdale,  conaaltant  phjaician,  oontinuee  with  ub. 

The  employees  uid  attendants,  with  few  exceptions,  hare  performed  thur 
■rdnooB  duties  to  raj  eatisfiution,  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  commend  them  for 
their  fidelity. 

I  am  ander  deep  obligations  to  the  members  of  the  Kxecative  Committee, 
whose  interest  in  the  affiiirB  of  the  institution  is  being  constantly  manifested,  for 
their  considerate  advice  and  direction  which  have  been  of  each  great  help  to  me 
in  the  condnct  of  the  inBtitntion. 

To  yoa,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  I  owe  and  hereby  acknowledge  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  the  uniform  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  at  all  times 
ao  generously  given  me  in  the  dischaige  of  my  trying  duties.

The  Board  is  in  accord  with  Superintendent  in  all  saggeetions  and  recommen- 
dations contained  in  his  reports. 

The  Board  repvAjt  the  number  of  typt^raphical  errors  in  last  year's  report, 
and  would  request  the  public  printer  to  be  more  accurate  in  proof. 

The  Board  hIm  regrete  exceedingly  that  the  work  on  the  new  addition  must 
be  suspended  for  lack  of  funds  to  finish  the  bnilding,  and  hope  that  there  may  be 
unappropriated  funds  that  can  be  made  available  to  finish  the  work — nearly  com- 
pleted— and  so  necessary  to  give  relief  to  the  number  of  insane  now  confined  in 
county  jai's  at  a  much  greater  cost  to  the  State.

Ta  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors : 

Gentlbubn  : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirementa  of  Ian',  I  reepectfully  Hibmit 
for  yonr  coneide ration  this,  the  Eleventh  Annnal  R«port  of  the  Soathireatcni 
State  Hofipital  for  the  fiscal  year,  beginning  October  1,  1897,  and  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1888,  giving  in  detail  all  the  operatione  of  the  hospital  with  an  itemiwd 
Statement  of  every  expenditure  as  required  by  law,  and  Htntistical  tables  showing 
the  condition  and  movementB  of  all  the  Inaane  population. 

By  reference  to  these  atatietical  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  remainii^ 
October  1,  1897,  361  patients— 158  males  and  203  females.  There  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year  119  patients — 66  males  and  64  females.  There  have  be«n 
discharged  from  the  hospital  93  patients— 43  males  and  50  females.  There  b»ve 
died  during  the  year  20  patients— 6  malea  and  14  females.  The  whole  nomber 
treated  in  the  hospital  daring  the  year  was  480.  The  highest  number  at  one  time 
was  379.  The  lowest  number  351.  The  average  daily  number  treated  was  363— 
160  males  and  203  females. 

There  were  204  applications  for  Bdmission  during  the  year — of  these  119  were 
admitted— eome  are  still  in  correspondence,  and  many  have  been  r^ected,  for 
various  reasons,  chiefly  for  want  of  room.  The  w bole  number  cared  fbrw«s2T 
moie  than  the  previous  year ;  while  the  number  of  admissions  were  9  leM  Ibii 
year  than  last  The  n amber  discharged  this  year  was  18  more  than  daring  lS9t 
ami  1897.  There  have  been  90  patients  out  on  furlough  or  on  trial  daring  tbe 
year.  Of  these,  53  have  been  discharged  without  returning  to  the  hospital; 22 
have  been  returned  to  the  hospital,  and  15  still  remain  on  furlough.  Of  tbe  93 
discharged  this  year,  87  were  disc  hailed  as  recoveteit  and  12  as  improved.  Tbe 
percentage  of  dischargeti  was  191  percent,  on  the  whole  number  treated,  orTEptr 
cent,  on  the  number  admitted.  The  percentage  of  recuveriee  was  aboot  17  per 
cent,  on  the  whole  number  treated,  or  68  per  cent,  on  the  namber  admitted.  Tbe 
percentage  of  deaths  was  4.16  per  cent,  on  the  whole  aamber  treated.  There 
were  3  more  deaths  this  year  than  during  1896  and  1897. 

Of  the  20  deaths  reported,  the  direct  cauee  wap,  senile  exbaustioa  in  3; 
exhaustion  of  mania  in  3 ;  phthisis  in  8  ;  apoplexy  in  1 ;  status  epilepticns  In  i ; 
Brights  Disease  in  1 ;  paresis  in  1 ;  pneumonia  in  2  ;  cerebral  lesions  in  3 ;  Boieide 
in  2 1  and  accidental  self-destruction  in  1  The  whole  number  of  patients  traded 
in  this  hospital  since  its  opening  ■  May  17,  1887,)  is  l,.i23  ;  the  whole  number  dis- 
charged is  974;  and  the  whole  number  died  in  181;  which  leaves  remaining 
Seiitember  30,  18B8,  367.  Of  the  119  admissions  riurinK  the  year,  one  patient  WM 
admitted  twice.  Of  the  entire  number  of  admissions  {l,i-i22)  since  the  beginning. 
333  have  been  re-admissiona.  In  other  word?,  172  persona  have  given  33S 
re-admiasions.  By  careful  review  of  the  statistics  of  all  the  rotate  Hospitals  it  ViH 
be  seen  that  there  were  397  admissions  into  the  three  hospitals  for  whitev-^nd 
there  remained  September  30,  1898,  about  160  insane  (white)  outside  in  the  Slile. 
unprovided  with  hospital  treatment. 
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It  !B  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  chronicle  two  auicidea  during  the  year. 
Ooe  a  female  patient,  of  marked  enicidal  t«iidencies,  aller  frequent  Attempts 
finally  succeeded  in  drowning  herself  in  a  bath-tab,  her  attendant  having  left  her 
not  over  five  minntes.  The  other,  a  trusted  male  patient,  who  had  been  in  the 
hospital  for*nearly  eight  years,  and  enjoyed  the  privilnges  of  the  grounds  most  of 
the  time,  was  found  in  a  secluded  ravine,  half  a  mile  from  the  hospital,  with  his 
throat  and  both  wrists  severely  cut.  He  was  brought  to  the  hospital  alive,  bat 
died  in  a  few  hours.  This  patient  had  never  manifested  any  suicidal  tendencies, 
and  his  death  was  a  great  shock  to  the  entire  institution. 

Another  sad  casualty  occurred  in  the  hospital.  A  male  patient  who,  having 
been  brought  to  the  hospital  without  notice,  was,  owing  to  the  over-crowed  condi- 
tion of  the  wards,  placed  with  some  other  quiet  patients  in  a  room  on  the  third 
story.  During  his  first  night  in  the  hospital,  in  a  sudden  maniacal  frenzy,  he 
threw  himself  with  all  his  force  against  the  window,  breaking  out  window  sash 
and  guard.  He  fell  to  the  ground  below  and  was  instantly  killed.  These  cases 
were  all.  in  accordance  with  law,  examined  into  hy  A  coroner's  jury,  and  their 
several  verdicts  attributed  no  blame  to  the  hospital  officials  and  employees. 

In  the  constantly  over-crowded  condition  ol  the  wards,  and  the  want  of 
proper  accommodations,  especially  of  single  rooms  for  recent  and  violent  casev, 
the  possible  occurrence  of  these  casualties  at  any  time,  under  the  most  vigilant 
care  that  con  be  given,  is  a  source  of  never-ending  anxiety  to  those  in  chai^. 


There  has  befn  no  unusual  sickness  during  the  year,  snd  no  epidemic  has  pre- 
vailed— in  feet,  while  typhoid  fever  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent 
throughout  the  country,  not  a  single  case  has  occurred  in  the  hospital. 

While  every  patient  in  the  hospital  is  given  medical  treatment  (in  the  way  of 
general  and  nerve  tonics  as  heretofore,  and  special  individual  treatment  as 
required)  as  fnr  aa  possible  ;  yet  we  still  place  very  great  confidence  in  mental  and 
moral  treatment,  which  is  most  effective  in  the  majority  of  cases  of  insanity. 

Occupation,  amnsement,  and  diverBion — of  every  kind— getting  the  patients 
out  of  the  wards  daily  for  hours  at  a  time  (outdoors  in  good  weatlier,  and  in  the 
larice  amusement  hall  in  bad  weather)  is.  and  has  been  here,  the  sheet-anchor  o^ 
treatment  in  the  great  minority  of  cases  This  is  carried  out  more  persistently 
and  continuously  here  daily  than  in  any  hospital  for  the  insane  1  know  of.  We 
have  the  very  great  advantage  here  of  a  lartre  amusement  or  assembly  hall  (40  by 
12D)  in  which  the  male  and  female  patients  alternate  daily  in  bod  weather  for 
some  hours  in  games  and  exercises,  and  enjoy  together  every  evening  of  the  week 
after  supper,  one  hour  in  the  weekly  winter  programme  of  exercises  and  diver- 
sion.'i  as  heretofore  published.  We  may  be  an  enthusiast  on  this  line,  but  we  feel 
convinced  that  this  mental  and  moral  treatment,  combined  with  good  nutritious 
food,  has  done  more  to  swell  the  discharge  list  here  than  all  other  causes  com- 
bined. "The  first  patient  discharged  from  this  asylum  was  restored  mMuly  by 
regular  daily  work,  and  his  example  has  been  profitHbty  followed  by  others,"  said 
Dr.  Black,  In  his  first  report.  We  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  patients  of 
this  hospital  have  been  greatly  benefited  each  year  by  a  faithful  carrying  ont  of 
this  feature  of  hospital  treatment,  so  wisely  inaugurated  and  inculcated  the  first 
year  of  its  existence.  No  enclosed  back  yards  nor  walled-in  parks,  have  ever 
been  c<>nstructed  at  this  hospital ;  but  the  patients  in  their  dally  walks  and  daily 
work  with  their  attendants,  enjoy  the  blissful  freedom  of  unobstructed  breeces,

laden  with  life-giviag  oxygen,  uid  of  a  vridely  extended  and  beantifQlly  vuiegated 
Bcener?  which  itnpressee  even  the  insane  mind,  aa  ehown  in  their  conTereaUon 
and  in  their  letters,  giving  renewed  life  and  vigor  toxheir  depreesed  spirita. 

THE   TRAINING   BCHOOL   FOB   KUBSE8 

Has  been  euccMsflilly  carried  on  during  the  past  yew.  Four  more  female  attend- 
ants and  one  [aale  atlendaint,  having  completed  the  two  years'  course  and  Btood 
eatiehctory  examinations  on  the  same,  were  awarded  diplomas  in  May  last  Tbt 
increased  entliusiasTn  and  efficiency  consequent  upon  this  training  is  plainly  evi- 
dent, and  those  who  keep  up  an  interest  and  a  pride  in  their  work  and  studies 
will,  wherever  their  lot  may  be  cast,  see  marked  benefit  daring  their  whole  Iitm. 
both  to  theiiiselves  and  to  the  commnnities  in  which  thev  may  live. 


By  reference  to  the  Steward's  report,  it  will  be  «een  that  the  entire  ccet  of 
maintenance  of  the  363  patients  (average  number)  cared  for  daring  the  year 
amounts  U>  t47,375.47,  or  a  per  capita  of  (130.60. 

There  has  bet-n  a  growing  tendency  for  the  last  few  years  in  onr  State  L^bI*- 
tures  to  economize  and  cut  down  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  htmanf! 
of  the  insane  This  is  ressonable  and  right  to  a  certain  extent ;  but  carried  too 
fiir,  as  has  been  in  Virginia  for  some  years,  ie  false  economy  in  the  highest  dame. 
I  verily  believe  that  one  of  the  chief  caoaes,  if  not  the  chief  cause,  of  tberemsrb- 
able  increase  of  insanity  in  the  State,  has  been  the  want  of  proper  accommoili' 
tione  for  the  early  and  efficient  treatment  of  aciit«  cases.  Statistics  show  tfast 
when  they  receive  hospital  treatment  in  tlic  first  few  months  of  Insanity,  RninW 
per  cent,  to  85  per  cent,  are  returned  to  their  homes  and  to  nsefnl  citiwiuhi)i' 
When  this  early  hospital  treatment  is  withheld,  a  great  msjorlty  of  cases  beocnip 
life-long  charges  upon  State  charity.  As  Dr.  Black  truly  says  in  his  first  aDnnil 
report,  "better  spend  $25. 00  a  mouth  for  6  or  12  months  and  have  a  patient  oirrd, 
than  half  that  sum  a  month  for  a  life-time."  All  hospital  antborities  airee  i" 
testifying  "that  there  is  no  economy  in  failing  to  provide  ample  acoommodalins! 
for  the  acute  insane." 

The  statistics  of  this  hospital  show  that  an  average  of  150  insane  (white)  each 
year  have  been  outside  the  hospitals  in  the  State  for  the  lost  ten  years,  and  hate 
entailed  upon  the  State  a  much  greater  cost  per  i-aplta  than  those  in  the  StiU 
boepitals.  And  who  can  estimate  the  entire  cost  to  the  State  of  this  ootaidetmt- 
ment — or  rather  want  of  treatment^ when  we  ccnsider  how  many  of  these  anfor- 
tunates  thereby  are  made  chronic  or  life- long  charges  opon  the  Stale?  At  the  risk 
of  being  charged  with  reiteration,  I  desire  to  repeat  here  the  following  slatiBtirsI 
tables  which  were  presented  before  the  L^slative  CommittMS  last  winter,  snd 
also  before  the  Virginia  Medical  Society  at  Virginia  Beach,  September  lit,  ahov' 
ing  the  entire  cost  of  the  insane  to  the  Stat«  for  the  decade,  18S7  to  1897— theiwt 
at  each  State  Hospital,  and  the  uost  of  those  outside : 
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TheM  BtatiaticB  have  been  carefully  ■'ompUed  from  thp  annual  reports  of  the 
several  State  Hospitals,  and  from  the  Auditor's  accounts  each  year.  It  will  be 
seen  that  -while  the  per  capita  is  larger  at  this  hospital  hy  the  year  than  at  the 
other  hospitals  (haviu);  a  aniAller  □iiTiil)er)  ;  yet  for  the  whole  number  treated 
during  the  decade  the  per  capita  is  smaller  than  it  is  at  any  one  of  the  other  Stats 
hospitals,  every  expenditure  being  considered. 

It  will  be  seen  also  from  these  etatistice  that  the  State  has  expended  for  the 
insane  outaide  the  hospitals  and  for  lunacy  commieeiona,  &e.,  durins:  this  period 
the  enormous  sum  of  {321, 817. 42 ;  a  sum  which,  aftirr  deducting  the  necessary 
expense  of  lunacy  commissions,  Ac  ,  (say  $5,000.00  a  year)  is  more  than  twice  as 
lar^  aa  the  entire  cost  of  the  buildinjts  at  Ihe  Southwestern  Hospital.  What 
amount  has  been  spent  during  this  fiscal  year  just  closed  for  the  160  insane  out- 
side the  hospitals,  I  know  not ;  but  I  venture  the  assertion  that  the  sum  spent  in 
this  way  during  said  fiscal  year  and  the  next,  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to 
have  provided  ample  hospital  accommodations  for  this  overflow  of  the  insane 
population  ;  thereby  givinir  to  them  the  enlarged  bentilits  of  hospital  treatmenti 
and  the  greatly  increased  irhances  of  recovery,  instead  of  confining  them  in  jails 
and  almshouses,  and  dooming  many  of  them  to  hopeless  chronicity.  This  is  not 
at  all  creditable  to  the  Christian  civilization  of  which  we  boast 

WOAK  .AND   lUPROVBUBITTS. 

The  excavating  and  grading  and  laying  stone  foundations  for  the  new  addi- 
tion to  the  west  or  male  wing,  as  mentioned  in  la^t  annual  report,  was  about 
completed  during  the  fall  months.  As  directed  by  your  Board,  the  most  urgent 
appeals  with  the  abive  statistics,  showing  nnr  i^eeds,  were  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature lost  winter  by  the  Piesident  of  the  Board  and  by  the  Superintendent,  ask- 
ing increaae<l  appropriations  to  finish  this  building  and  to  care  for  those  unpro- 
vided for  in  this  district,  but  all  to  no  avail.  I'er  contra  the  appropriation  was 
reduced.  Forty-nine  thousand  dollars  per  annum  was  appropriated,  "$5,000.00 
of  which  shall  be  put  into  buildings."  This  latter  clause  was  deemed  mandatory 
by  your  Bourd,  and  at  the  April  meeting  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  build- 
ing with  this  amount,  though. deemed  entirely  inadequate  to  complete  the  same 
and  make  it  available  for  use.  In  accordance  therewith  contracts  were  let  for 
skilled  labor  in  burning  and  laying  brick,  and  for  the  lumher,  and  the  work  was 
rapidly  prosecuted  under  tbe  supervision  of  Mr.  McCoy,  the  carpenter ;  tlie  hospi- 
tal furnishing  all  ordinary  labor  necessary  with  that  of  the  male  patients,  and  all 
raat«iiala  for  said  work.  The  brick  work,  except  the  connecting  corridor,  and  all 
the  framing  is  now  about  completed,  and  the  carpenters  are  proi  eedins  to  pat  on 
the  slat«  roof  But  for  the  shortage  of  funds  this  building  could  soon  be  carried 
to  completion,  and  all  the  outside  insane  in  this  section  provided  with  hospital 
occo  m  raodations. 

The  new  building  now  being  erected  is  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  addition 
made  to  the  east,  or  female  wing,  two  years  ^;o,  and  when  completed  will  be  three 
stories  high,  and  will  have  on  each  story  seventeen  single  rooms,  three  large  asso- 
ciated rooms,  a  hall  twelve  fiset  wide,  running  through  the  centre,  with  a  large  day 
room  at  the  end  of  this  hall. 

It  IS  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  short-sighted  Legislature  &i1ed  to  provide 
BufScient  appropriation  for  this  purpose  ;  but  imposed  the  cruel  necessity  of  wait- 
ing another  two  years  before  we  can  offer  any  relief  or  give  heed  to  the  urgent 
appeals  already  coming  up  to  the  hospitals  and  to  the  Governor  trom  tbe  jails 
throughout  the  Stale. 
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A  much  needed  improTemeDt,  the  BetUnft  and  fitting  up  of  a  new  100  hone- 
power  boiler,  uid  sDotlier  hot-water  tsnk  was  completed  in  October  laat.  Tbi' 
battery  of  four  boUera  (three  58  hotHa-power  and  one  100  horae-power)  will  ooicgiTe 
an  ample  Buppljr  of  steam  and  of  hot  water  tor  all  the  bnildinga — even  when  ibe 
new  building  is  completed. 

A  new  movable  Btage,  or  roetnim,  was  made  and  put  up  in  the  aniueeiMiit 
hall. 

The  ice-house  hoe  been  thoroughl;  remodeled  and  renewed  l>y  tearmg  mt 
the  old  decayed  foundations  asd  patting  in  new  comer  poet«  and  cribbing  rf 
locust  and  chestnut,  lined  inside  with  plank  and  sawdust.  A  convenient  ihcd- 
room  was  also  adiled  to  the  lower  side  of  the  ice-hoose. 

Two  Tentiialors  with  floes  were  constructed  and  placed  over  the  boiler  room 
and  over  the  general  kitchen.  The  east  electric  d;nanio  was  repaired  and  pliced 
on  new  foundation,  the  crank  case  having  been  broken  to  pieces  by  a  looMned 
piston-rod  Dwmberthe  8th,  1S97.  Syphon  flusbing  tanks  and  flxturee  have  been 
fitted  up  and  placed  above  all  the  bath-room  and  water-closet  annexes,  so  *e  to 
avoid  all  possible  danffer  of  seweragi  contamination  of  the  water  sappl;,  H 
pointei'.  out  in  a.  late  paper  by  Dr.  W.  S.  Gordon  before  the  Richmond  Academj 
of  Medicine.  Whether  "pott  hoe  or  proplor  koe"  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  hw 
oocurreil  durinkc  this  past  year. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  some  eight  or  more  acres  of  leased  woodland 
was  cleared  up  and  piepared  for  com  which,  with  other  corn  ground,  fiirnisheil 
an  ample  supply  for  again  filling  tbe  silo  (600  tons  of  ensilage)  and  for  feed  cotd 
tor  the  coming  year.  Thia  cleared-iip  new  ground  furnished  some  262  cordaof 
wood,  which  has  been  used  in  the  steam  boilers  and  for  burning  brick. 

During  the  spring  months  30j  gallons  of  sugar  tree  molasses  were  made  frani 
the  sugar  water  gathered  from  the  sugar-maple  orchard  on  the  &rm. 

Twelve  tons  of  dried  hones,  the  accumulations  from  the  butcher  shop  v>i 
kitchens  of  tbe  last  two  years,  were  collected  np  and  exchanged  by  tlie  Ktesttd 
for  fbur  tons  of  bone-meal,  at  the  factory  in  Bristol,  for  use  on  the  farm. 

In  all  this  outside  work  on  the  farm,  in  tbe  garden,  in  the  shop?,  brickmakiiig. 
and  carrying  brick  and  mortar  to  the  masons,  the  male  patienta  have  willing].' 
and  cheerfiilly  rendered  much  valnable  service  to  tbe  hospital  and  with  tmi 
benefit  to  themselves.  The  female  patients  have  also  rendered  valoablr  idJ 
cheerfnl  assisUknce  in  the  sewing-room,  general  dining-rooms,  kitchens,  1iud< 
dry,  &c. 


As  seen  fW>m  the  Steward's  report,  we  close  this  fiscal  year  with  a  dsflcii  on 
support  account.  Something  near  $6,884.75  has  been  spent  this  year  on  tbe  ne* 
building,  and  the  remainder  of  this  appropriation  (the  last  (6,000.00  being  dravn 
from  the  Auditor  October  IstJ  will  be  about  sufficient  to  cover  and  endow  ibe 
building.  We  need  more  money  to  complete  this  building,  and  to  provide  more 
room  and  support  for  the  patients  we  have  and  for  those  constantly  appealing  in 
admission  from  the  outside.  To  wait  till  the  assembling  of  the  next  Legialanm 
seems  an  imperative  necessity  under  late  Legislative  acts  ;  bnt  I  must  say  sgUK 
snch  legislation  is  not  only  &lse  economy,  but  it  is  a  shame  and  a  disgnte  l" 
Christian  civilization,  when  we  consider  the  deplorable  condition  of  many  of  thM 
sorely  afflicted  people  in  the  juls  and  almehonees  of  the  State. 

Many  other  needs  might  be  enumerated,  as  we  have  done  heretofore,  bot  il 
■eema  useless.  The  want  of  Bystematic  provisions  for  the  annual  repaiiv  neccMT 
In  theee  hospitals  for  the  insane  is  a  great  drawback  to  succeoaltal  managemeiiL 
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Hod.  J.  G.  Perry,  State  Architect  for  the  New  York  Hoepitol  for  the  Ineuie, 
eBtimatee  "the  aam  anoaally  required  to  make  itood  the  loss  by  wear  and  tear 
should  be  equivalent  to  2  per  cent,  on  buildioge  and  16  per  cent,  on  farnitnre." 

The  dilapidated  and  decaying  i-ondition  of  tba  floore  in  the  old  general 
kitchen  and  in  the  Btore-room  call  loudly  for  rt-moval,  and  should  soon  be  replaced 
b;  fronting  and  cement  floon.  Tbe  groatintc  and  cementinfi  of  the  basement 
corridor  under  ward  E  should  not  bv  put  off.  These  improvements  are  demanded 
for  eanilary  considerations  as  well  as  for  utility  and  convenience. 

Many  of  the  floors  in  the  old  wards  and  in  the  centre  bnildiuK  need  renewing. 
The  beda,  the  bedding,  ^.,and  mtich  of  the  fiimiture  in  tbe  wards,  in  the  dining- 
rooms,  and  in  the  hails,  should  be  replaced  with  new. 

Tbe  gntteriUK  and  spouting  on  the  central  bnildings  and  wards  in  many  places 
must  soon  be  repaired  or  replaced  with  new,  to  prevent  injury  to  the  brick  walls. 

A  cold  Btoimge  room  for  the  more  economical  preseiration  of  fresh  meals,  dc., 
is  much  needed  here.  Could  snch  be  built  here  and  at  all  tbe  large  institutions  in 
tbe  State,  as  has  lately  been  constructed  at  the  Western  Hospital,  it  wonld  prove 
a  great  saving  in  money  as  well  as  a  great  convenience.
